o f E x -Ju d g e S a n d e rso n . 
S a n F ra n c isc o , June 3d.—The testimony 
upon the petition fur the removal of Mrs. M 
S. F. Hopkins was continued thia morning 
before Judge Halsey. 
The same attorneys 
aj peared as on former occasions. 
Ex-Justice Sanderson was recalled and his 
examination in chief by Mr. Highton con 
tinued. 
H e stated th at the law offices cf 
the Central Pacific Railroad were situate in 
the building at the corner of Fourth and 
Townsend streets. • The other corporations 
connected with the railroad had their cfiices 
there also. 
M y room is in th at building at 
the head of the law departm ent of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad. 
I am uct engaged iu a 
general law business, and it wes by consent 
of the railroad company th at I took charge 
of this estate. 
Messrs. Stanford, Crocker 
and other of the officials of the railroad com­ 
pany have their offices in th at building also. 
Outside cf paying Solon Pattee. I paid no 
money for investigation into the affairs of the 
estate, except Black Ryan, to make out an 
inventory, 
Nona cf the experts who exam­ 
ined the accounts of the estate, except Mr. 
Pattee, were in the employment of the rail­ 
road corporations. 
Q .—W het has M rs.Hopkinsdone personally 
in the management of the estate since her ap­ 
pointment as adm inistratrix? 
Mr. Barnes objected, but the objection 
was overruled. 
A .—I can ouly say in th at regard th at E. 
Hopkins, her nephew, and the son of Mr. 
Hopkins, the petitioner, came to me and 
asked me, stating her authority therefor, to 
take charge of th6 estate as her attorney. 
Q.—W hat lias she done individually ? A .— 
W ell, she took the necessary oath, filed the 
necessary bonds, aud directed me to have the 
requisite inventory made. 
I t is quite prob­ 
able th at Mr3. Hopkins relied upon her 
nephew and myself to take the necessary 
proceedings in the administration of the 
estate. She was cor suited all the time, and 
nothing was dote without her consent. Mrs. 
Hopkins is now blast, having left California 
in February, 1881. 
She is not expected to 
return until I telegraph her th at her presence 
is required. I think Mrs. Hopkins has made 
other visits to the E ast beside the present 
one. 
She lia3 property in Massachusetts. 
She never went away without asking if there 
was anything to prevent her from going. 
Q —W hat h :ve yon done persiually with 
reference to this adm inistration?

Mrs. Hopkins employed Ed­ 
ward Hopkins, her nephew, as bookkeeper 
to the estate, and he has drawn SE00 per 
m onth salary in th at capacity. 
Edward 
Hopkins likewise succeeded his uncle, M ark 
Hopkins, as D irector and Treasurer of the 
Central Pacific Railroad. 
I directed E d ­ 
ward Ilopkins to have an inventory of the 
estate prepared. 
B'.sck Ryan prepared the 
inventory of ie;-.i csrate and E. HopkinB 
made an inventory cf the personal. 
I was 
called to W ashington in OoLfbar. 1878, to 
argue the constitutionality of the Thurman 
Act in the case of Gallatin against the rail­ 
road. company. 
The business of tha estate 
was to remain in fieri uutii my return. 
I 
remained ia W ashington some s it mouths, 
instead of some six weeks, as I anticipated. 
The estate was as much interested in my busi­ 
ness at W ashington as was the railroad com­ 
pany. After I came back G. F. Smith insisted 
upon an appraisement of the estate, although 
I tried to impress upon him thatsucii was not 
required. 
A a inventory was filed in the old 
Probate Court, and the appraisers were ap­ 
pointed. 
A. J . B ryant was nominated l<y 
Mr. Smith, and I nominated two, Mr. Red­ 
ding and M r. Sm ith. 
Mr. Sm ith wanted the 
inventory returned to the Court aud filed. 
I 
wanted it delayed, for political and other 
reasons. 
On the 7th of August, 1870, I at­ 
tended this Court and offered to file the in­ 
ventory, but then stated th at such was in­ 
complete, because it had been discovered that 
Mr. H untington hold some bonds. 
I offered 
to file a supplemental inventory, but Mr. 
Sm ith objected, because it was not complete, 
and the parties then left the Court. 
I have 
tried to keep this case out of Court because I 
believed such would be for the best interests 
of all parties. 
I t was subsequently agreed 
th at there should be a partial distribution of 
the estate. 
A voluntary distribution was 
made between the parties without the inter­ 
vention of the Court. 
The instrum ent under which a partial dis­ 
tribution was made on the 2d of June, 1S7D, 
was then introduced and subm itted in evi­ 
dence.

O pposition to the H o rtic u ltu ra l Daws snd 
Com m issioners—T ie T en t C a te rp illar 
—Scales on O rn am en tal Trees—Etc. 


I t is not strange that there should appear 
in some localities and among some clashes of 
persons opposition to the horticultural laws 
and the work of the horticultural officers. 
E very step iu the way of improvement meets 
opposition. 
The introduction of the steel 
plow was opposed ia it: day f >r various rea­ 
sons. 
Some farmers maiotained th at the 
friction between the soil and the metal c-f the 
plow destroyed the fertility of the soil and 
made the wheat rust. 
0 :bers claimed th at 
the soil did not do so well when turned over 
as when merely stirred, as with the olo 
wooden plow, and various were the preju­ 
dices and objections urged against the use of 
the modern plow, and it took nearly one- 
fourth of a century to overcome these preju­ 
dices and objections and to bring the steel or 
iron plow into generd nre. 
The reaper and 
mower and the thrashing-machine, 
also, 
each had 
their 
opponents, 
some urg­ 
ing 
ons 
reason 
and 
seme 
another. 
Then 
there 
has 
always 
been 
a 
class of farmers who were prejudiced against 
the introduction of new am! scientific ideas 
from any source, and more especially if these 
ideas have been publishe 1 in books or papers. 
Farm ers with advanced ido-,, and intelligent 
practices ia the eyes of their !e>s informed 
neighbors have fce.-n iu all ages arid in all 
countries ridiculed as bonk-worms and as 
impracticable theorists. 
Ju s t iu t'nÍ3 cate­ 
gory of opposition we should expect to find 
the opponents of the horticultural laws of 
th e last session of 
the Legislature and 
of the men who are. endeavoring to enforce 
them . 
The opposition to these measures will 
oppose all efforts s t improvement from w hat­ 
ever source or iu whatever department of in­ 
dustry. 
Some of the oppo.-ition come3 from 
interested 
motives—from s-flfishness; but 
some comes ju st from a natural disposition to 
oppose all good causes and all good measures. 
Of the former class, cr sslli-h motives, we 
m ay instance 
the opposition of 
an or- 
chardist in 
a neighboring county, 
who 
wrote to 
a member of the Legislature 
desiring him to oppose the passage of the 
laws referred to, anil as a reason stated that 
th e execution of the law and the destruction 
of the codling moth and other insects injuri­ 
ous to fruit or fruit trees generally in the 
S tate would bean injury to him. 
T hat he 
had a large orchard th at was isolated from 
other orchards, and a3 yet free from insects, 
and that ir all the insects in all the other 
orchards of the State were to be destroyed, 
fruit would be so plentiful th at it would be 
w orth nothing in the m arket. 
We have 
heard of another man in Sonoma county, 
equally selfish iu his -pposiiion to the execu­ 
tion of the law and the destruction of the in­ 
sects. 
H e puts it more directly—if the 
orchards of Sacramento and vicinity and San 
dose are freed from the destroying pests, the 
fruit-growers of those localities will glut the 
m arket and we of Petalum a can get nothing 
for our 
fruit. 
Perhaps 
the 
Petalum a 
Courier 
:s 
not 
actuated 
by any­ 
thing like this selfish 
motive in pub­ 
lishing the following. 
The Courier says : 
‘‘An advisory board, b<th of viticulture and 
horticulture, for all kinds of fruits, and such 
as we had last year, for the purpose of inves­ 
tigation, experiment snd the dissemination of 
useful information, would be a public benefit. 
B u t the i resent new amended law. with its 
State and County ViSiciiltur.-.l and Horticult­ 
ural Commissioners and Township Inspectors, 
will prove an unnecessary and heavy expense 
to the already over-bim kn 1 tax-payers, and 
an intolerable nuisance to fruit growers. 
If 
the people subni't to th i3 imp sitien quietly, 
we shall soon hove salaried commissioners and 
inspectors to look after the arm y worm, the 
caterpillar, Hessian fly, tumble bugs, smut 
and cheat in grain, and blight ammig the 
potatoes, with power to burn ofl whole fields 
when c-ndemned by the inspectors. 
The 
fact is, th at a:l the commissioners in the 
world can’t prevent the fruit tree and vine- 
destroying pests from appearing and putting 
in their work when the conditions of soil, 
seasons, trees and vices are favorable to 
them. 
Every remedy which science and ex­ 
perience have suggested for th 'ir prevention 
and destruction hna been tried by fruit­ 
growers, and they will continue their efforts 
in this direction in the future without the 
espionage of petty official-.” 
'Vow, the facts 
are that for the past ».ix or eight years the 
fruit-growers of the State have been warned 
tim e and again, by those v. ho were informed 
on the subject, through the press and by 
private communication, that the ccdiing 
m oth and other pests were infesting their 
orchards 
and 
spreading 
rapidly, 
ar.d 
th a t by the 
time 
thelc 
orchards had 
beccm 8 of the proper age to be of the great­ 
est benefit and profit to them, the worms 
would have become so thick and so de­ 
structive th at they would ruin each year 
their crop. 
We ourselves have w ritten this 
idea in one form or another aud sent it out 
through the press of the State probab. á 
thousand times. 
Others have done the same, 
and yet the whole m atter was generally dis­ 
regarded and quite commonly disbelieved 
by 
the 
great 
mass 
of 
farmers 
and 
fruitgrow ers, 
until 
ruin 
of 
their 
or­ 
chards, 
and 
of 
themselves 
financially, 
was staring them in the- face. M aoy orehatus 
were being dug up> and burned for fire-wood, 
and icany others were being abandoned as of 
no value, and the best fruit growing State in 
the Union cr the world w. a being practically 
condemned for fruit cnltuie because tie 
wofms were taking all the fruit.” I t was with 
th e greatest difficulty that the members of 
th e Legislature could be induced to take 
notice of the m atter, so indifferent w. re they 
an d their constituents generally on the sub­ 
ject, and it was only through persevering 
c ff'rts of a few intelligent fruit-growers and 
public-spirited citizens th at anything was 
finally done. 
I t is true th at under the law a 
few officers have been appointed to see to its 
execution, and they are in some cases to be 
paid for their services out of the public treas­ 
uries—State and county—and in some cases 
those who fail t» comply with their orders as 
to the destruction oí insects in their orchards 
are to pay them. 
B ut will 
not the 
benefits, 
private and public, bo greater 
than 
the 
costs 
and 
inconveniences ? 
I t is estimated that the damage to the apple 
and pear crop of the Stale bv the c idiing 
moth alone last year was but little if any lees 
than 50 per cent, of the entire crop, and 
probably exceeded haif a million dollars. 
T hat as things were going on these crops 
would be entirely^ destroyed, and a million 
dollars a year would be lost to fruit-growers 
and the State within a few years ; that insrets 
were api e .ring among the cherry trees, plum 
and peach trees, with equally threatening 
admonitions ; that tlie orange scale was men­ 
acing the orange aud lemon crops, and th at 
scale insects were ruining the olive trees of 
Santa Barbara, and that, in fact, in tbs 
fruit line wo had nothing safe in the future. 
The laws were passed to late in the season 
th at little can be dune towards clearing out 
the insects from all the small orchards for 
w a tt of time to teach their owners what to 
do to save them ; but the crops of the pro­ 
fessional otcbardiats will gece.-ally be saved 
this year, and by another year the m atter 
will have been so much agitated, and infor­ 
mation 
oa 
the subject will have been 
so well lit- eurinated, th at ali classes will 
know 
bow 
to 
and will 
protect 
themselves. 
If the people don’t want to pay 
the officials whose duty it is made to see tnat 
the ow ners' f fruit trees take care of them, 
and destroy the insects that threaten the en­ 
tire fruit crop of the State, all they Lave to 
do is to carry out the purposes of the law of 
their own volition and the < fficers will have 
nothing to do, and doing nothing will receive 
no pay. 
The argument against the execution 
of these necessary la'ws is the argument 
of sloth and ignorance. 
I t is 
a reg­ 
ular Bourbon argument, and not worthy 
of the intelligence of the people of Califor­ 
nia. 
There are horticultural officers np- 
g 


ointed in but 
five counties of the S tate— 
acramento, Yolo, Solano, E l Dorado and 
Santa Barbara—but the m atter is being ex­ 
amined by the Supervisors of a large number 
of counties, and we have no doubt by another 
spring the whole fruit-growing sections of the 
S tate will bo .organized for the execution of 
the laws and the protection of the fruit 
crop's. 
Certainly this will lie the case if the 
best interests of the people and the State are 
cared for. 
l'he fruit growers of each county, 
if they study their own interests, will see to 
it th at the proper petitions are presented to 
their Supervisors, and that good, intelligent 
and active men are appointed as Commis­ 
sioners. 
The appointees should be men who 
will work for success, for saving the fruit, 
and not merely for the pay they may get ia 
money for their labor. 


The Chrisiocampa o r T ent C aterpillar. 
W e last week gave a description of the 
caterpillar th at was doing such immense dam­ 
age to the orchard of M r. Delong of M arin 
county. 
W e have since learned th at the 
same worm has done great damage to some 
of the orchards in N apa county—particularly 
to the O ik Knoll orchard on the old Ü3burn 
farm. 
We last week stated th at M r. Cooke, 
tbs 
chief 
horticultural 
officer, 
had ^ 
his office some of the pupee of this c a td ^ 
pillar, 
and 
th at when 
the moths ap­ 
peared we would be able to more certainly 
classify the insect. 
A number _ of these 
cocoons have produced the perfect insect, the 
moth, and been mounted for preservation, 
and their appearance and description con­ 
firms us in the correctness of the general 
classification we gave them last week. 
They 
ara evidently one class or variety of the tent 
caterpillar—the C. Sylvatica Harris. 
The 
moth is a reddish brown with two oblique 
russet brown lines on the fore wings. 
I t ex­ 
pands a little over an ipeh and a half. 
I t ia 
destructive to the oak and apple trees. 


Scales on O rnam ental Trees. 
Evidences of destructive insect pests are 
appearing in every quarter. 
N ot only are 
our orchard trees, and rrse and other flower­ 
ing shrubbery, being infested and destroyed, 
but now comss the evidence th at the orna­ 
mental trees planted cut in public parks and 
private grounds are being filled and destroyed 
by seal 3-bugs of various kinds. 
W e have 
learned th at these insects are particularly 
plentiful and destructive to the trees in the 
Public grounds of our sister city of Stockton. 
The people of that city are becoming alarmed 
at the ravages of these insects on the tree? in 
the Court-nouse block and on the public 
streets, and are inquiring what th iy ran do 
to save them —the tree3—and to^ destroy the 
insects. 
As the same trouble will be_ found 
doubtless in other localities, and as it is a 
m atter of public interest to know what can 
and should be done when found, we give the 
following correspondence between George 
WeBt, a member of the State \ iticuitural 
Commission at Stcckton, and M atthew Cooke, 
State 
H orticultural 
Commissioner. 
Mr. 
W est 
writes 
under 
date of Ju n e 1st: 
“ Parties here would like to know w hat to 
do with the scale bug on the elm3. 
In 
answer M r. Cooke gives the following instruc­ 
tions: 
“ The scale insect on the caik-elms 
and locust tress in tha public square at 
Stockton, also on the several varieties of 
trees along the public streets, belongs to the 
genus Lccanium. and is a veiy prolific 
specie?. 
I 
have 
taken 
nearly 
from 
under 
one 
sheik 
To 
des’roy 
this 
pest 
at 
present 
the 
trees 
(especially the branches and foiiagé) shou.d 
be washed at least three times during the 
season, and in the present case should be done 
immediately, as specimens taker, from the 
above trees on the 20th of M ay last are pro­ 
ducing voung at the present time. 
I t is not 
iutendeil that the wash as thu3 used can have 
any effect on the matured scales. 
The object 
is to destroy the young, and as they produce 
three broods in one season, it is necessary to 
wash as often. The m ixture known as whale- 
oil soap and sulphur, mixed cne pound to a 
gallon of water, is effective; or ten pounds 
of ordinary soft soap to two pounds of flower 
of sulphur and one pound of concentrated 
lye, mixed in ten gallons of water, will also 
be effective. 
W ashes should be applied with 
a syringe or small garden force pump. 
The 
fatty m atter in the above m ixture has a ten­ 
dency to hold the potash, sulphur, etc., ou 
the bark, aud prevent the young of the scale 
m aturing.”

The New Commissioner of A griculture. 
Dr. George B. Luring has been selected by 
the President for the N ational Commissioner 
of Agriculture. 
D r. Loring ha3 been for a 
number of years known to the w hole country 
as an intelligent and practical agriculturist. 
He ba3 been and we believe Í3 at the present 
time President of the M assachusetts State 
A gricultural Society, and Las done a great 
deal to promote the agricultural and stock- 
breeding interests of the State and the nation. 
W e do not know that it is any objection to 
him that bis farming experience has been 
gained in a locality where farming ha- been 
done on a comparatively smell scale, and where 
small farms well tilled is the rule. 
This is 
to be the :u ’.e all over the U nited States 
some day, and the sooner the better. 
This 
style of farming may not look so well on p i­ 
per, in speaking of the grand operations of 
this or th at large farmer—that this man cul­ 
tivates so many thousand acres of wlieat, 
and load3 eo many clipper ships with 
the produce of his own farm, tu t it will pro­ 
duce more comfortable and prosperous homes 
in the land ; will build more school-houses 
and make lass tram ps ; will purify the body 
pfiitic aud render the Government more pure 
and economical; will distribute wealth more 
equally among the people and give to civili­ 
zation a higher plane, rud to the whole 
country greater prosperity snd a higher 
standard of morality. 
If Mr. Loring can 
introduce among the farmers of the groat 
W est more of {he painf-taking habits and 
practices of the New England farmers, he 
will have accomplished a tre a t work, and 
the President will m erit high praise for the 
selection. 
We would 
have felt compli­ 
mented ana it would have introduced into 
the Commissioner:,1 office new blood and new’ 
and boll ideas of farming if the selection 
had fallen ou seme one of the sucecs-ful 
farmers of California, but since the Com­ 
missioner could not come from the Eden of 
the country we have no complaint th at he 
ha3 been called frcm the Hub. 


CHANGING THEIR BASE. 


The legend runs th a t the fine N orm an 
Church of Godshill, in th e Isle of W ight, 
was to have been built in the valley, but 
the builders every m orning found the pre­ 
vious day’s w ork had been destroyed d u r­ 
ing the night and the ftones carried to the 
top of the hill. 
Considering this as a D i­ 
vine indication where the holy structure 
was to ho built, they acecrdingly reared it 
on th a t prom inent site, w here for miies 
around it still forms a graceful and beauti­ 
ful object. 
A sim ilar legend is related 
w ith reference to the Church of Ste. M arie 
du Castel, in Guernsey, where it is cur­ 
rently reported th a t fairies w ere th e agents, 
while others assert it v/a3 th e work of an ­ 
gels. 
Indeed, it would appear th a t in 
days gone by th e invisible beings, of 
w hatever nature they were, who, accord­ 
ing to tradition, so often interfered in the 
building of some sacred edifice, generally 
selected for its site the m ost inconvenient 
spot, and not infrequently a steep hill. 
The C hurch of Breedon, in Leicestershire, 
for instance, stands on a high hill, w ith 
the village a t its foot. 
T radition, how ­ 
ever, says th a t when th e site of the church 
was first fixed upon, a central spot in the 
village was chosen. 
The foundations were 
not only dug, bu t the builders commenced 
the fabric. 
I t wa3 to no purpose ; for all 
they built in the course of th e day was 
carried aw ay by doves during th e night­ 
tim e, and .skillfully built exactly in the 
same m anner on the hill where the church 
stands. 
Both founder and workmen, awed 
and terrified by this extraordinary proce­ 
dure, were afraid to build the church on 
its original site and agreed to finish the 
one begun by the doves. —[Cham bers’ Jo u r­ 
nal.

is a scholarly, careful and 
conscientious 
writer. 
If there is Lere or there a disposi­ 
tion 
manifest 
to enter too much into 
detail, 
ar.d to dwell 
overlong on 
cer­ 
tain 
point?, 
it is 
fully 
compensated 
by the lucidity of tha writer, the deep inter­ 
est his text awakeus, the living reality with 
which he imbues it, and the fact th at he had 
to deal n ith times filled with the most stirring 
events, which have made their unmistakable 
m ark upon the social and political history of 
mankind. 
Dr. Stevens was evidently pro­ 
foundly interested in his subject, and very 
nearly coincides w ith Macaulay, who pro­ 
nounced Mme. De ¡¿tael “ the greatest woman 
of her times.” A good m any incomplete or 
partial biographies have been written of her. 
Dr. Stevens’s work, however, may be pro­ 
nounced full. I t i? at ¡east the cnmpletest yet 
given to the world. 
The author’s object was 
cot only to study her life ar.d work and the 
politics of the times in which she lived, but 
also “ to reinstate Madame D e Stael in her 
real historical position ; to restore her salon 
at Paris, crowded with representative per­ 
sonages of tha times ; to revive her brilliant 
literary court at C oppet; to disinter from 
oi l publications the contemporary and later 
criticisms 011 her works ; to trace her travels 
and her relations with distinguished men and 
women of France, Switzerland, Italy, Ger­ 
many, Russia and England, and, above all, 
to asctrtain her own intellectual, her interior 
life.” 
0 : her early life, her girlish years, Dr. 
Stevens gives us less of detailthan is desirable, 
for the child was precocious th at as a woman 
became so famo us. 
W hen he app:oacheR her 
m atuier life, however, there is apparently no 
detail of interest omitted, and we follow the 
days and years of this remarkable woman 
with a fascination th at is almost tiylcg, as 
we jny or suffer and feel with her in her 
buoyant youth, her unhappy mairiage, her 
exiles, her lave, her political struggles, her 
courage and her literary activity. 
Some 
slanders upon her D r. Stevens flitly gives 
the lie to, among them th at of egotism, as 
for instance, the charge that the attem pted 
to have Napoleon call her the greatest woman 
in the worid. iiviDg or dead. 
H er words 
concerning America should be read by 
all Amerloans : 
‘1 W hat is more honorable 
for the human race than this new world, 
which is estáb il hing itself without the preju­ 
dices of the old ; this new world where reli­ 
gion is in ail its fervor without needing the 
support of 
the 
State 
for its m ainten­ 
ance ; 
where 
law 
is 
more 
powerful 
by the respect which 
it inspires than 
by m ilitary 
force ? 
Old and 
free Eng­ 
land should be inspired w ith admiration by 
the progress of America.” Stevens is more 
than Warm iu his praise of the woman, he is 
indeed fulsome, but we Ehould remember that 
his commendation and applause ara fully 
warranted 
by 
Ihe 
expressions 
of 
the 
literary 
men 
of 
her 
day. 
B ut 
aside 
from ttie admirable clearness with which he 
presents us Mrr.e. Da Stael as a w rit r, a 
talented and a wonderful woman, a genius, a 
m artyr of political persecution, he shows us 
the woman as tu b, with her pride, her share 
of self-conceit and v an ity ; the woman as a 
daughter worshiping her father, the emo­ 
tional woman, the loving woman, the mother 
with all her cares aDd domestic joys and sor­ 
rows. 
Partisan as is this biography, it is one 
which will take a front rank, and will be re­ 
ceived in the literary world as an invaluable 
addition to the literature of the day.

worthy ef stimulation. 
H e who reads the 
first page will not lay down the book unfin­ 
ished, willingly. 
IIec¡us is a distinguished 
French tac 1 id. an 
explorer, a 
practical 
scientist, a close observer, a charmingly 
graceful and poetic writer, aud a man of pro­ 
found learning. 
“ From Death Info L ife; or. Twenty 
Years of My M inistry,” by Lev. W . H arlani, 
is, the title of a new 8vo volume from the 
press of D. Appleton & Co., New York, 
Mr. Hariam was late Incum bent of Curzon 
Chapel, M ayfair, and will be remembered as 
the author of a volume entitled “ Twenty-

TRY IT AT HOME. 


Some Interesting Fireside E lectrical Ex­ 
perim ents Easily Performed. 
Readers 
of 
the R e c o r d -U n io n , and 
younger ones especially, will rem em ber 
th e series of home experim ents in science 
w hich we gave in these columns not long 
ago. 
H erew ith arc a few more, and all 
will well repay for the effort involved : 
D uring a lecture course by professors 
who have a t th eir disposal a com plete set 
of physical apparatus, there are some ex­ 
perim ents perform ed by them which at 
first sight seem very complicated, bu t 
w hich nevertheless may be repeated ly 
meaus of very simple objects. 
There is, 
for instance, th e interesting Lissajous ex­ 
perim ent, w hich consists iu throw ing on a 
screen, by meaus of the oxyhydrogen lamp, 
the curves traced by one of the arm s of a 
tuning-fork in sonorous vibration. 
An 
analogous experim ent may be exhibited by 
means of a common knitting-needle. 
Fix 
one of th e extrem ities of the needle in a 
cork to serve as a b a se ; then to the 
upper free extrem ity attach a ball of seal­ 
ing wax, and on this gum a sm all circle of 
paper about th e diam eter of a pea. 
Now, 
Holding th e cork firmly betw een the fingers 
of the left hand, cause the needle to sharp­ 
ly, vibrate, either by bending it far to one 
side and then suddenly releasing it, or by 
striking it sm artly w itfca wooden ruler. 
The little ball of wax surm ounted by paper 
will be seen to describe a more or less 
elongated ellipse, or a circle, according to 
the intensity or the num ber of vibratioi s 
The phenomenon is very perceptible when 
care is taken to cause the needle to vibrate 
under a strong light from a la m p ; and in 
such a case the persistence of th e im pres­ 
sion on th e retina causes the vibrating wire 
to form an image which has the appearance 
of a long and graceful bonquet-holder, or a 
chain pagne-glass. 
Among the experim ents sometimes per­ 
formed to dem onstrate molecular a ttra c ­ 
tion, there is one which is executed by 
means of an apparatus of peculiar stru c ­ 
ture ; b ut the same phenomena m ay be 
show n in a m uch more simple m anner, a3 
follows : H aving cut two sm all spheres out 
of a bottle cork, placo them on the surface 
of w ater. 
If one of the balls now carefully 
be pushed along until it is in quite close 
proxim ity to tne other, the tw o will be 
seen to quickly rush tow ard each other, 
ju st as a bit of iron flies to a m agnet when 
th e latter is brought near it. 
Tne experi­ 
m ent may be varied by fixing one of the 
balls to the point of a knife aud using it to 
a ttra c t the other ball when floating at a 
short distance. 
Ill a form er article has been described 
how an electric spark m ay be obtained by 
means of a sheet of paper and a bunch of 
keys. 
A w riter in a recent num ber of N a ­ 
ture lias pointed out a neat m ethod of ob­ 
taining the same result by means of a 
simple apparatus whicji he calls th e “ tea- 
tray electrophorus.” 
A common m etallic 
tea-tray is supported on tw o dry glasB 
goblets. 
A piece of common brown paper 
cu t so as ta be a little sm aller th an the 
tray, and w ith rounded corners, is warmed, 
iaid on the table and rubbed briskly w ith 
a piece of India-rubber, or w ith a clothes- 
brush. 
I t is then laid down for an instant 
on the tray, aud th e latter is touched w ith 
the hand. 
The paper 13 then lifted a few 
inches above the tray. 
If a t this juncture 
some person presents his knuckle to the 
tray he wiii receive a bright spark, which, 
under favorable circumstances, may be a 
couple of inches long. 
By sim ply putting 
the paper down, touching the tray, and 
again lifting up the paper, the tray ¡3 again 
charged, and a large num ber of sparks may 
thus be draw n one after the other in rapid 
succession. 
T he paper may be lilted by 
th e hands, b u t it will be found b e tter if a 
couple of strips of paper be fixed ou w ith 
wax to serve as handles. 
The sparks obtained by th e tea-tray 
electrophorus m ay produce a slight prick­ 
ing sensation, but’to give a regular electric 
shock, will oblige us to store up a charge 
in a Leyden jar. 
This im portant piece of 
apparatus may be improvised as follows : 
A round-bottom ed glass tum bler is pro­ 
cured—th in glass is preferable—and is 
filled about three-quarters full of small 
leaden shot, 
if shot is not at hand dry 
coal dust w ill answer, though not so well, 
and great care m ust be taken to wipe clean 
the upper part of the tum bler. 
E very­ 
thing m ust be warm and scrupulously dry. 
In to th e shot is inserted a silver spoon to 
serve the place of a rod and knob. 
The 
tum bler is 
held 
by grasping 
it 
well 
in the bottom of the hand, so th at the 
palm may cover the whole of the rounded 
bottom. 
H aving 
thus 
prepared 
and 
grasped the improvised Leyden jar, it is to 
be charged w ith sparks from the tea-tray 
electrophorus. 
I t should be held w ith the 
spoon-handle near to, bu t not quite touch­ 
ing the edge of the tea-tray, while another 
person perform s the operations of lifting 
the paper up and putting it down, then 
touching th e tray, then lifting it up again, 
and so on u ntil a dozen sparks have been 
sent into the jar. On touching the “ knob” 
a sm art little shock is experienced in the 
w rists and elbows, and a short, bright, 
snapping spark announces the discharge of 
the jar. 
H alf fill a long, narrow glass tube w ith 
w ater ; upon this pour alcohol until it is 
full. 
Close the tube with the thum b, in­ 
vert it, and shake so as to m ix th e liquids. 
The tube is no longer full, while none of 
the liquid has escaped. 
The molecules of 
w ater m ust have entered into littlé spaces 
betw een the molecules of 
alcohol, 
and 
vice versa.

A VISIT TO A LOGGING CAMP IN MEN­ 
DOCINO 
COUNTY. 


Woodmen and B ull-punchers—How 
the 
Trees a re Felled—N ature Unadorned 
—Some Fish Stories. 


M e n d o c in o C o u n ty , M ay, 1881. 
“ H ow did you ever happen to come 
here ?” asked th e red-haired, pretty-com - 
plexioned school teacher this m orning as she 
stirred her coffee. 
She looked a t me curi­ 
ously, too, as though 1 had been a hybrid, 
new and strange, half of country and half 
of city. 
W om en do m anage to get hold of 
fashions Eomc-how. 
H ere have I come into 
th e w ilds w ith a w ardrobe to su it my ex­ 
pedition, and I do protest every woman I 
have seen has been arrayed in style. 
The 
p re tty calicoes, the plaids and stripes, the 
kid shoes and buckled slippers, the em ­ 
broidered hose, th e long gloves, th e two- 
braided coiffure—I declare for it, all are 
here, and I alone sm ack of genuine rustic­ 
ity. 
T here íb a widow woman near, w ith 
a grow n-up daughter, and th ey tw o keep 
up the farm , and do m ost of the work and 
all the overlooking.

I LEFT SAN FRANCISCO 
A few day3 since, following th e resinous 
scent th a t came from M endocino, acd 
loDging to plunge in among the redwoods 
of which I had alw ays heard so m uch. 
I t 
was a by-way, an unbeaten track, an u n ­ 
trodden p ath I w anted, w here dark dress 
aud stout shoes would not p u t me to shame, 
and I thought I shonld find it hereabout. 
Ah! me, it was a dism al journey up the 
tossing w ater, for jiuge vom itings and 
retchings th a t tore th eir w ay up from 
em pty Stomachs came from every w retched 
little stateroom on the crow ded boat, and 
despairing women, supporting head 
on 
hand, so sea sick, sat everyw here in the 
sm all saloon. 
I t was too rough to land me 
a t the place I had thought to go, so it hap­ 
pened th a t I camo on to Point A rena, a 
strange, weird, dreary aud desolate place, 
or so it looked th a t day as I stepped upon 
the long w harf and gazed about me. 
A 
point of land, grano, barren and hard, 
stepped out determ inedly into th e sea aud 
the breakers craw led up to its feet like 
dogs, then (mapped and show ed th eir rows 
of teeth and sprung aloft, in another mo­ 
m ent to fall back beaten and discomfited.

I hear sly tales up 
here, though, of how presum ing deer, out 
of season, come so close as to frig h t;n the 
sportsm en, who in Eelf-defense shoot off 
th eir guns and bring ia venison, which 
comes to table under, th e nam e of flesh of 
the m ountain sheep 


' 
A HAW-MILL > 
Lies w ithin a stone’s throw , a busy, buzz­ 
ing thing th a t startles the forest w ith its 
scream and m akes havoc among th e woods. 
A bout seventy-five men are in force alto ­ 
gether, and their hours are loug and hard. 
A t ti in the m orning they begin. The chop­ 
pers come from their cabins, hands and face 
and clcthing ofttim es still black w ith the 
char from burnt trees of the day before. 
W ith 
them are the bull-punchers, the 
swampers, the Chinam en who grease the 
skids, tbe barkers and the snipers, and 
they all set aw ay to the woods. 
The mill 
hands go to th e mili, b u t let us follow the 
blackened woodmen and be off to the hills. 
The boss of th e woods places h¡3- squads, 
and each chopper-selects his tree. 
E rect­ 
ing a frail scaffolding some feet from the 
ground, tw o men m ount, a right and a left 
chopper, and the doom of th a t straight, 
strong tru n k is sealed. 
Rapidly and surely 
the men sfwing their shining axes and the 
chips fly. 
E very incision shows the stum p 
left sm ooth and flat as if cu t w ith a saw, 
aud the tru n k shaping down to a point.

its w eight, having resisted its best for seve­ 
ral hours of tim e. 
So unerringly does the 
chopper’s eye take its calculation th a t the 
m ighty tru n k falls ju st along the line he 
has choseD for it, lying free ana unen­ 
tangled a captive th a t ju st toes the m ark. 
I t takes experience to know how, and the 
chopper gets 865 a m onth, sometimes as 
high as 880, aud board. 
A fter th e chop­ 
per comes th e sw am per, who cleaves away 
the branches and- underbrush, and leaves 
th e long tru n k to th e barker, who strips 
off the bark. Then th e saw yers come, who 
divide it into lengths, and then the sniper, 
who deftly turns w ith his cleaver th e for­ 
w ard end of each log to keep it from 
catching in th e earth as it is dragged. The 
five-yoked team s of oxen and bulls are 
brought, the chains are brought, the iron 
dogs are b ro u g h t and d riv en in lik e bent 
fingers. 
T he 
b u ll-p u n c h er 
takes 
his 
w icked brad and, 
raisin g it 
over his 
sh o u ld er, he belabors each near anim al 
and punches each off one ; dances on the 
tip3 of hia toes, shrieks aloud, runs ud an d 
down, punches, bangs and sh riek s again, 
aud so tb e cre a tu re s 
se ttle 
into th e ir 
yokes, s tra in neck and flank, p u t forth a 
m ighty power, and the great logs move 
from th eir bed. 


FROM THE SUMMIT 
To th e m aue road in the canyon below is a 
steep incline, and its descent ia a w ork of 
care, of labor, oftentim es of danger, for the 
cattle perforce rush blindly on, sometimes 


huddled in a bunch, and to th e eye of the 
inexperienced observer inextricably m ixed ; 
and let one step out of place, let an u n ­ 
w ieldy log roll out of line, and woe to the 
puncher who scream s out hia anathem as 
upon th e ragged edge of the path. 
I stood 
yesterday a t the foot of an incline or chute 
and w atched th e work as it proceeded. 
Two Chinam en w ith paila of w ater siung 
upon shoulder w ent up, m aking the way 
slippery for th e sliding logs, and presently 
they came tearing down as if in m ortal 
fear, for once started they m ust run a t full 
speed down the steep way. 
A m inute 
more aud the cautious heads of the leaders 
peered over, the next oxen followed, th en 
another pair and another and another, 
gently pulling and charily holding back, 
then the sawn end of a log looked ovar, 
and th en there rore a w ild beat of heavy 
feet, and a heavy d u st 
th a t obscured 
all, 
b u t 
out 
of 
which 
came 
th e 
tum ble 
aud 
clatter 
of 
the 
oxen, 
the yell of th e puucher acd the lagging 
rush of the log3. 
I t was all the experience 
of a m oment, and then the five great logs 
rolled sm oothly upon the greased skida be­ 
low, aud as th ey disappeared round the 
point the puncher, poised like a butterfly 
wingiDg for flight, held his brad back from 
his shoulder and plunged it like a throw n 
javelin into the bleeding flank of th e off 
wheeler, and w ith th is new im petus the 
train disappeared like a flash. 
Picking up 
my ferns and m y sk irts I ran after, avoid­ 
ing the tar-like grease on the skids, and 
followed th e logs on to the river, about a 
mile down. H ere the oxen were unhitched, 
the chains unlocked, th e dogs pried out 
w ith crowbars, and then slowly <,ver and 
over th e m ighty logs were splashed into 
the dam, the displaced w ater rising high 
in anger, and returning fell in flashes and 
sparkles and spray, th at shot a dozen 
m inute rainbows into th e sunlight. 


NEXT IN ORDER 
Is the man riding th e logs about the dam. 
A ll day long he is in and over th e w ater 
w ith spikes in his boot-heels and a long 
barbed pole in his hands. 
H e springs from 
one log to another, pushes, barbs, pulls, 
urg03 and makes th e m onsters lie or float 
ju st where he will. 
Down from the mill 
runs a platform on wheels, and lifting a 
log upon itself runs up to tbe mill. 
The 
buzz saws spin and whizz aud cut the log 
as though it were roast beef, w ithout a 
pause or a change in revolution, and the 
smooth, red boards fall off in slices and are 
carried away to he m arked. 
A m an w ith 
one glance of his eye m arks the m easure­ 
m ent of each upon it, aud rejects the im ­ 
perfect, while another kee, s tally over his 
shoulder. 
Then the lum ber get3 its first 
sta rt tow ard the lum ber yards of th e city 
over a couple of tollers, which send it into 
th e flumes. 
Mile after mile this flume 
winds in and out among the hills tow ard 
th e port of Point Arena w ith such a force 
of w ater in it th a t the lum ber ia carried 
along tow ard th a t final shoot it takes down 
by the barren rock stepping into the sea. 
Follow ing its course you will find men who 
tram p upon its track to keep the boards 
from blocking where the curves come, and 
to m ake repairs. 
Such ia “ logging in the 
redw oods” as I have seen it, bu t very few 
there are who follow the path I have 
strayed upon. 
Y et it well m ay tem pt cne 
who e sc ap e from the city once in the year 
to find th e fresh, w ild country as nature 
has m ade it. 


THE F.F.DWOOSS, 
L ike soldiers in rank, stand straig h t and 
tall one behind the other far among them 
as th e eye can penetrate, and a t th eir feet 
clusters so thick an underbrush th a t the 
w anderer cannot well beat a way through 
it. 
B rake grows so thick and tail upon 
th e hills it is alm ost a foliage of itself, and 
it is keep evergreen by the cool dampness 
of the fogs th a t blow in from th e sea. 
A round th e roots of the fallen trees, in the 
m oist hollows, ou w et banks, are delicate, 
trem bling ferns, such as never grow in 
fernery of window, and the coarser five­ 
fingered fern flourishes thickly everyw here, 
so th a t I gather whole handfuls of it in 
very carelessness. 
The expensive hotel­ 
keeper, w ith his “ m odern conveniences, 
is unknow n, and 110 railroad disturbs the 
routine of stage travel.

Seine contain about one grain per cubic 
m eter. 
Alcohol no doubt exists as vapor 
in the air. 
Iu soils, especially those rich 
in organic m atters, there is a considerable 
quantity. 
Tne destruction of organic m at­ 
ter by various agents of ferm entation ac­ 
counts for the w ide diffusion of alcohol in 
nature.

CLE8.—O ur readers aye fam iliar w ith the 
Barff and Bower processes, from full de­ 
scriptions previously given in these col­ 
um ns. 
A new process, devised by Mr. 
W ard, consists, according to th e London 
Engineer, in the combined application of 
silicates and heat, this process being the 
basis of several subsequent processes for 
ornam enting th e surface of th e m etal. The 
iron objects are coated w ith a silicate com­ 
position, which is applied eith er by means 
of a brush or by dipping th e iron in a bath 
of the solution. 
The coating quickly dries 
upon the objects, which are th en passed 
through a furnace heated according to the 
nature of th e articles under treatm ent. 
The silicate composition is thus fused, and, 
it is said, absorbed into th e pores of the 
m etal, becoming 
homogeneous w ith it. 
Upon cooling, th e articles treated are found 
to be covered w ith a dull black coating, 
which, it is stated, is found n ot to suffer 
change from long exposure to the atm os­ 
phere, nor to disintegrate or separate from 
the surface, to which it has become applied.

AN EMSODE OF •niE INDIAN v.IUTINY. 


During the cold weather in 13."50 we had 
been unusually gay at our pleasant little 
station of F.ainjamjolliraobad in the heart 
of Oude. 
Iu November no less than three 
brides had arrived from home and been 
feted in turn ; while early in December the 
Thirtieth Light Cavalry and the One H un­ 
dred and Tenth Native Infantry had been 
relieved by Hampden’s Horse aud the 
Ninety-third L:ght Infantry, both rather 
“ crack” regiments, w ith good bands and 
capital messes ; and just before Christmas 
the eommander-in-chief had passed through 
on a tour of iuspeetion, and remained for 
four days.

A deceitful young rep­ 
róbate, devoid of all principle, is a most 
undesirable friend J ot a young married 
woman, cousin or no cousin, and so you 
may find before long, Captain Melville.” 
This sudden change of front and furious 
attack threw us into u tter confusion, and 
before we could recover ourselves the en­ 
emy walked off in trium ph, having, as she 
put it, given that silly, sentimental little 
goose a piece of her mind. 
Scarcely had we recovered our breath 
when another carriage drove up, and see­ 
ing that it contained the three most 
waspish ladies in the station, I fled in 
abject terror, leaving my poor little wife 
SS encounter them as best she could. 
The odds were terribly against her, and 
after our “ friends” had left, I found her 
sobbing 
hysterically—“ They 
have all 
been so cross and unkind and so hard 
?P°n Poor Geoffrey. 
If Miss Drury’s 
horse always does run away with her 
when she rides with him, surely it is not 
his fau lt; and it is only because he is so 
kind and so clever that he took to read­ 
ing Italian with Mísb Bell ; and now 
every one says that he is behaving shame- 


fully, and th at we ought not to allow 
it;” from which rather disjointed sen­ 
tences I gathered that the storm which 
had been so long brewing had burst at 
last. 
St. Hill had made many enemies 
and few friends among the fair sex. 
The elderly ladies hated him because 
he 
flirted 
too 
m uch; the middle- 
aged ones 
because he did 
not flirt 
enough, and all agreed in pronouncing him 
to be a shockingly sad young man, who 
ought to be excommunicated with bell, 
book and candle—even worthy Mr. Calvin 
Longwynd, who seldom knew or cared 
much for what went on in the station, was 
moved to wrath on hearing from Colonel 
Hogg of th at unlucky conversation at the 
club djnner, and immediately delivered a 
course of sermons in which the hapless St. 
Hill figured alternately as Ahitophel, Eab- 
shekah and Simon Magus. 
Rejected by 
the ladies, St. H ill fared little better with 
the men; married ones being mostly “ un­ 
der orders,” while the bachelors of the fast 
and loose sort had their own reasons for 
not appreciating his society, 
As Dunn 
told me one evening with the frankness for 
which he was remarkable when a peg or 
two beyond his usual mark, “ The saints 
say he’s a sinner, but that’3 nil bosh, you 
know ; he shirks his liquor, and won’t 
touch a card—he's a muff. 
Spends all his 
time fooling about with the women—case 
of ‘ spoons ;’ yes, he’s a muff, th at’s what 
he is, old m m .” 
Fortunately for Sr. Hill he had far too 
good an opinion of himself to care about 
the opinion of others. 
If people did not 
like him, so much the worse for them ; so 
he pursued the even tenor of his way, u t­ 
terly regardless of the public opinion of 
Ramjamjolliraobad which now pronounced 
most strongly against him. Day by day the 
number ofT.is friends dwindled away until 
it was almost a case of “ Athanasius contra 
mundum.” Even myself and my wife an­ 
ticipated a sense of relief when his three 
months’ visit should come to an end, and 
his opinions so often startled us th at our 
defense of him against his calumniators 
grew even feebler and yet more feeble. 
We began, however, to perceive th at St. 
Hill gained over a firmer and more cour­ 
ageous ally than 
any of 
those whom 
he had alienated. 
I t will be remem­ 
bered thatoneof the charges against him was 
th at he read Italian w ith Miss B ell; this 
cause of offense had been removed, the 
reading having entirely ceased, and the 
young lady appearing rather to avoid him 
than otherwise ; buiT it was observed that 
she never allowed his character or opinions 
to be attacked behind I1Í3 back without de­ 
fending him most gallantly. 
As she was 
the prettiest and cleverest “ spin” in the 
station, and a general favorite to boot, few 
cared to contradict her ; but whether her 
alliance did St. Hill much good is open to 
d o u b t; one man indeed it brought to his 
aid->-young Stubbs, the “ boots” of the 
Ninety-third regiment, a no-account lad 
who had been desperately 111 love with 
Miss Bell from the tir3t day7 he saw her, 
and who now chivalrously ranged himself 
on the side of his rival, by whom he was 
constantly snubbed for hii pains. 
Under these circumstances it was evi­ 
dently high time for St. Hill to beat a re­ 
treat,’ but” as ill-luck would have it, this 
-was out of the question ; a bad fall out 
pig sticking haviDg put him on the sick 
1Í3Í, and rendered it quite impossible for 
him to rejoin at the expiration of his leave, 
while much more serious m atter than his 
doings and misdoings soon occupied all our 
thoughts. 
As the hot weather drew near an uceasy 
feeling showed itself in the native army, 
and before long the mutiny at Bcrrackpore 
opened our eyes to the danger. The guilty 
regiment m et with instant punishm ent; 
the disaffected apDeared to be cowed, and 
we fondly hoped that the crisis was over. 
Thi3 interval of quiet was, however, only 
the calm before the terrific storm, which 
was so soon to burst in all its fury on cur 
devoted heads. 
All through the month of 
April this deceitful calm lasted ; moat of 
us forgot our fears, and prepared to make 
ourselves comfortable for the hot weather. 
The lucky ones who could afford a trip to 
Simla sent in their applications for leave, 
and wrote for houses, while their poorer 
brethren looked to their “ cu-cus tatties ” 
aad “ thermantidoteB.” 
Suddenly the ba­ 
zaars 
were 
full 
of 
rumors 
of 
a 
great mutiny and massacre a t 
Mee­ 
rut, but ha%’ing received no authentic 
news of any disturbance there, we treated 
the report as mere “ gup,” and the two or 
three old officers who looked grave and 
shook their heads over it were laughed at 
as alarmists. 
Only a day or two later our 
laughter came to a sudden end. 
A large 
party of us were having “ chota hazri,” 
and smoking in the “ coffee-shop” after 
parade, when a telegram was brought te 
our Colonel, with a hurried note request­ 
ing his immediate attendance at the Gen­ 
eral’s bungalow. 
The ill-omened slip of 
paper passed quickly round : “ Cavalry 
mutinied at Meerut on Monday. 
Several 
officers killed.” 
The Colonel with his Ad­ 
jutant rode off at once, while' the rest of 
us, crowding round the table, read and re­ 
read the telegram, trying to find in it 
some grain of comfort. 
“ It is only7 the 
Third Cavalry,” said on e; “ they were 
always known to be shaky. 
ATI the other 
Sepoy regiments appear to have remained 
stanch.” 
- 
“ Even if the whole batch had m uti­ 
nied,” said another, “ the Sixtieth Rifles 
and Carbineers would have given a good 
account of them. _ As it is, I dare say that 
we shall hear to-morrow that those black­ 
guard cavalry fellows have been made an 
example of.” 
We were still discussing the news, and 
trying to persuade ourselves and each other 
that it was not really half so bad as it 
seemed at first sight, when the Commis­ 
sioner, galloping up, asked for the Colonel, 
and hearing that he had gone'to the Gen­ 
eral, threw me another telegram and rode 
off without drawing rein. 
The second 
message ran as follows: 
“ Cavalry from 
Meerut reached Delhi Tuesday—the whole 
force there joined them ; general massacre 
of English ; magazine blown up.” 
Delhi iu the hands of the mutineers ! 
general massacre ! 
The words sounded in 
our ears 
Like a knell of death and judgm ent 
Rung from heaven by angel hands. 
A great terror was on U3 all, and none 
cared to look into bis neighbor’s face. We 
mounted our horses in silence and rode 
slowly home, wondering within ourselves 
whether, even yet, it might by any means 
be possible to save those whom we loved 
best from the evil to come. 
For the next few days we were all in a 
state of the deepest despondency, but after 
th at came a reaction. 
We heard th at a 
large European force, under the Comman­ 
der-in-Chief, was marching on Delhi, and 
th at several regiments had been tele­ 
graphed for from the Persian Gulf and 
Madras. 
A t several places' mutinies had 
taken place, but in many others the spirit 
of the native troops appeared to be excel 
le n t; notably at Allahabad, where the 
Sixth Regiment native infantry had volun 
teered to march against “ those wicked 
men who had been false to the great com 
pany whose salt they had e a t e n a n d 
other regiments had followed their exam­ 
ple. 
Meantime our own men were loud in 
their professions of loyalty, and many of 
us believed they were really faithful. 
Al­ 
together things were looking brighter, when 
suddenly telegrams, letters and newspapers 
ceased to arrive, and we found th at we 
were cut off from all communication with 
the outer world. 
The last paper which 
reached us gave a ghastly account of the 
tragedy at Allahabad, where the Sixth 
Regiment, after having paraded in the af­ 
ternoon to receive the thanks of the Gov­ 
ernor-General for their loyalty, cut the 
throats of all their officers at mess in the 
evening. 
To add to our troubles, there were great 
differences of opinion among our leaders. 
The Brigadier, a worn-out old man who 
should be dozing away the evening of his 
life at Bath or Cheltenham, was qnite un­ 
equal to the emergency, and changed his 
plans from day to day. 
An intrenchm ent 
round th e European barracks was begnn, 
and within a week the work was stopped, 
owing to the remonstrances of th e Dative 
officers, who declared that their feelings 
were hurt by such a show of want of con- 


'fcd ence in them and their men. 
Shortly 
afterward, to our great relief, the Briga­ 
dier broke down altogether, took to his 
bed, and handed over the command to our 
Colonel, oae of the best and bravest officers 
in the army, whose brevet rank, gained by 
distinguished service in the field, placed 
him over the older officers who com­ 
manded the other regiments. 
He a t once 
set to work on the intrenchments, which 
were completed in a fortnight, and at the 
same time, by his personal influence over the 
Sepova, checked, to some extent, the spirit 
of dissatisfaction which had shown itself 
in the shape of fires. 
This had been of 
nearly nightly occurrence, and were un­ 
doubtedly the work of incendiaries. They, 
however, ceased for a time, and the mid­ 
night meetings of men of all regiments, of 
which we had received secret but sure in­ 
formation, were also discontinued. 
One Monday afternoon a Musselman 
fanatic, who had come from Delhi to incite 
the men to mutiny, was seized by some 
troopers and brought up to oar Colonel. A 
court-martial was held at OEce, and he was 
hanged the same evening in the presence oí 
the whole force, without; the slightest a t­ 
tempt being made to rescue him or even 
a murmur being heard iu the rank3, even 
when the wretched man cried out that he 
was dying for the faith aud called on all 
true believers to Eave him from the in­ 
fidels. 
All was quiet during the night, but next 
moruiog, when Hampden’s Horse were 
drawn up for drill, a trooper suddenly 
shouted ont, “ The murder of our saint 
mu3t be avenged,” and fired bis carbine at 
the Colonel. In another minute the officers 
were riding for their lives, followed by a 
score of Sowar?, while the rest of the regi­ 
ment galloped furiously through the infan­ 
try and artillery lines, calling to the men 
to join them. 
They, however, met with 
no answer, and, being fired on by a few 
faithful Sepoys, who, at the first alarm, 
had gathered round their officers, they 
rode off in great disorder, after having set 
fire to their own lines and their officers’ 
bungalows, and cut down two or three 
Europeans whom they happened to come 
aeros3. 
Much relieved by their sudden departure 
and the apparent stanchness of the mass 
of the Sepoys, we flattered ourselves that 
we had tided over the worst of the danger, 
aud that order would soon be restored ; 
but within forty-eight hours we were un­ 
deceived. 
Of the next great outbreak I 
can tell but little, for exposure to the sun 
had brought on fever and partial delirium. 
I have but a confused recollection of a sud­ 
den alarm ; a cry that the Sowars had come 
back and were murdering every one ; a 
rush from my blazing house through a surg­ 
ing crowd of native3, and then finding my- 
8df safe inside the intrenchment. A week 
passed before I was able to take part in the 
defense, and by that time there was need of 
every man who could handle a rifle, for 
the casualties had already been many. 
For three long weeks we held out, suffer­ 
ing terribly from heat and scarcity of water, 
as well as from insufficient food, having 
from the very first been on half, and latter­ 
ly on quarter rations. Still we did not des­ 
pair, for a faithful Sepoy, who, at the risk 
oFhis own life, had passed through the 
enemy’s lines, brought a note in Greek 
characters from Colonel Adair, of 
the 
Twenty-tifth Lancers, informing us th at he 
hoped to be able to relieve us on the fol­ 
lowing Sunday. 
On that day the m uti­ 
neers left us in peace, the greater part of 
them having moved off to oppose the re­ 
lieving force. 
From earliest dawn until 
late at night we watched iu vain for any 
sight or sound that might tell us how the 
light was going. 
At last we heard a dis­ 
tant gun, then heavy tiring, which at first 
sounded nearer and nearer, then remained 
stationary for a time, then gradually grew 
fainter and fainter, until at la3t it died 
away in the distance, and not a sound 
broke the siler ce of the night. 
Then our 
hearts sank within us, for we knew th at all 
hope of succor was at an end, and th at we 
were left to our fate. 
The rising sun 
showed us the camp of our enemies swarm­ 
ing with armed men, villagers as well as 
Sepoys, who shouted out th at they bad 
conquered the Feringhees, and held up the 
uniforms and accoutrements of English 
soldiers in token of their victory. 
W e fully expected that they would now 
make a final attack in force, but they had 
probably formed a pretty good idea of the 
state to which we had been reduced, and, 
like wise men, determined to starve us out. 
On Tuesday afternoon a council of war 
was held, at which it was decided th at we 
should saily out as soon as the moon had 
s e t; try to cut our way through the en­ 
emy, and then make for Colonel Adair’s 
camp, which, we had reason to believe, 
was somewhere in the direction of. Devi- 
pur, about tw enty miles off. 
This was in­ 
deed a very forlorn hope ; but our last 
mor3el having been eaten, and with only a 
few cartridges remaining in our pouches, 
no other course wa3 open to us. 
We were 
le3s hampered with sick and wounded than 
might have been expected, for death had 
been very busy among the women and 
children, while of our lighting men scarcely 
one-third of those who had entered the in­ 
trenchments answered to their names at 
our last roll-call. 
This great mortality 
was Rowing partly to our having been en­ 
tirely without medical aid of any sort, all 
three of our surgeons having been killed, 
and the hospital shed, with all its contents, 
burnt by a shell which burst right in it on 
the third day of the siege. 
During this, our last day, the heat had 
been more than usually intense, and the 
atmosphere perfectly suffocating ; but to­ 
ward evening a strong wind sprang up 
from the south, heavy clouds gathered over 
the whole sky, and scon after dark a 
crashing peal of thunder shook the very 
ground beneath us. 
It was followed by a 
perfect torrent of rain ; one of these sud­ 
den storms, uncommon in the hot weather, 
had come on, and was soon raging in its 
full fury. 
Nothing could have suited us better, and 
on sallying out we found, as we had ex­ 
pected, that the enemy had taken shelter 
in their hats, and that not a single sentry 
was on the alert. 
A t first we succeeded 
even beyond our hopes, cutting our way 
without much difficulty through the scat­ 
tered groups of mutineers who hurried to­ 
gether to oppose us ; but beforé we were 
well clear of their camp we lost our way 
in the pitchy darkness, got broken up into 
small parties, and were never able to reas­ 
semble. 
After stumbling along for what 
seemed several hours we heard the tramp 
of horses on all sides, and in a few minutes 
found ourselves surrounded by a large 
body of Hampden’s Horse. 
The hopeless 
struggle which followed was short but 
bloody; we were quickly overpowered, 
most of our party were killed on the spot, 
while about a dozen, including my wife, 
St. Hill, the two clergymen, and young 
Stubbs, were taken prisoners, mounted 
behind some of our captors, and carried to 
a ruined temple, near which their spiritual 
chief had taken up his quarters. 
He was 
a venerable Mufti, with a long white 
beard and stern handsome face, one glance 
at which assured me that we need look for 
little mercy at his hands. 
In this I was 
not mistaken ; our doom was spoken in a 
few words—“ There is no God bnt one 
God, and Mohammed is the prophet of 
God. 
Confess the faith and live ; deny it 
and die like dogs. 
Make your choice and 
answer before this torch burns out.” 
So 
saying he turned to our guards and ordered 
them to loosen our ropes and allow us to 
speak to each other. 
Then we gathered 
closer together, but no word was spoken ; 
we felt that death was very near, and each 
of us, in his own way, prepared to meet it. 
I tried to pray, but tried in vain. 
As in a 
dream I saw the fierce faces of the Sowars 
by the light of the torches which blazed 
and flickered in the wind. 
I heard the 
thunder growling away in the distance, the 
roar of the swollen river rushing b y ; the 
stern words of the Mnfti kept repeating 
themselves over and over again in my 
head ; but all seemed strange and far away, 
like idle sights and sounds which, for me, 
had no meaning. 
Suddenly the Mufti shook his torch, 
sending the 9parks flying far into the dark­ 
ness round, and I noticed it was nearly 
burnt out. 
Then I seemed to awake with 
a sudden sharp pain; the bitterness of 


death was upon me, as I felt my wife cling 
to my arm, saw her loving, despairing eyes 
looking into mine, and felt that I could do 
nothing to save her. 
“ My own, my own,” I cried, “ only one 
short year together, and now to be sepa­ 
rated for ever! 
W ay did I ever bring 
you to this cursed country? 
W hy were 
you given to me if we were tfi be parted so 
soon V” 
“ There can be no separation for those 
whose love is tree,” said the chaplain. 
“ W hat happier lot could God have given 
you: 
Lav- and joy on earth, aud now an 
eternity of happiness together iu heaven ? 
Oae short moment of pain, .and thea the 
crowns of glory that never fade; the uc- 
gpeskable joys th at eye hath not seen nc-r 
ear heard.” 
“ All very well for you who are sure of 
heaven,” interrupted St. Hill ; “ but how 
about me? W hy should I not save my life 
while I can ? If your Bible be true there 
13 an eternity of misery in store for me ; if 
it ba false, why should I die for a lie? 
Christian or Mussulman, w h it does it 
m atter ?” 
“ The Captain’s a scholar,!,” gasped pri­ 
vate Smith, who was badly wounded, “ and 
fe.ows best, no doubt; but I won't turn 
niggar to plc-a;e that old heathen. 
No; 
I ’ll ■ lie a good Christian, d—d if I wen t.” 
“ Do not talk so wildly, Captain St. 
H ill,” expostulated the chaplain, 
“ Our 
God is merciful- and loving, and judges not 
aa man judges. 
Do what is right aud trust 
your soul to Him who died for you. 
Re­ 
pent, repent; there is yet tim e,’’cried the 
missionary : 


“ ‘ Between the stirrup and the ground 
He merev sought aud mercy found.’ 
You will be a brand snatched from the 
burning.” 
“ Maybe I shall. 
Anyhow duty must 
be done, of course, and it wouldn’t do for 
one of the old Twenty-fifth to turn Mus­ 
sulman through funk. 
Still it's very hard 
lines that I of all men should have to play 
a m artyr’s part. 
How the fellows will 
laugh at mess when they are told that 
‘ Sans Foi ’ died for tho faith.” 
“ The time is up. 
Now, unbelievers, 
will you repeat the * kulma ’ aad live, or 
will you die like dogs as you are ? ‘ There 
is but one God, and Mohammed is his 
prophet 1’ ” 
The dead silence which followed was 
broken by the chaplain’s calm, steady voice, 
“ In the hour of death, good Lord, dsliver 
us.” 
Suddenly St. H ill sprang to his feet with 
a wild laugh : “ There is but one devil,” 
cried he in Hindustani, “ and Mohammed 
is his vizier ! 
W ill th at do, you son of a 
pig ?” 
“ Blasphemy, blasphemy ! ’’ shouted the 
Mufti, “ let him die the death.” 
In an­ 
other instant a volley of musketry blazed 
out, and St. H ill fell, riddled with bullets 
—with him fell poor young Stubbs, who 
had thrown himself between St. H iil and 
his murderers. 
Mad with rage and thirst­ 
ing for more blood, the Sowars were rush­ 
ing on us, when the Mufti stopped them : 
“ They are dogs and sous of dogs, but their 
blood shall be on their own heads; not one 
more of them shall die until he has had an­ 
other chance of joining the true believers. 
Leave them alone until the ‘ muezzin ' calk 
to morning prayer ; then, if they will not 
repent, they shall surely die.” 
Slowly and sullenly the M ufti’s follow­ 
ers drew back, after tying us hand and 
foot to trees to prevent any attem pt at 
escape, and once more we were left alone 
to our own thoughts. 
Slo A'ly the hours 
passed by and the night was far spent 
when a faint sound roused me from the 
stupor in which I had fallen. 
I listened 
intently, and made out th at it was firint? 
in the distance, which gradually drew 
nearer, though it was almost drowned in 
the roar of the swollen torrent rushing past 
our rear, and wa3 evidently unheard by 
the Sepoys, who were gathered round their 
fires, smoking, eating and sleeping in per­ 
fect security, their arms lying about in 
every direction. 
Gradually the darkness 
cleared away, and the first streak of light 
appeared on the horizon. 
Then the cry to 
prayer ringing through the encampment, 
all the followers of the Prophet, kneeling 
down on their prayer-carpets, performed 
heir morning devotions with great fervor, 
and then rose up to begin the day with a 
fresh butchery. 
“ Let their accursed priests be first 
brought up,” was the order given by the 
Mufti, in obedience to which Chasuble and 
Galvin Longwynd were untied and dragged 
before him. 
“ You have had full time for 
repentance—now, once for all, will you be­ 
lieve or will you die ?” 
Before either of 
them could answer him a wounded Sowar 
dashed into the midst of the party, and 
without pulling up his steaming horse 
shouted out, “ Ride for your lives—the 
‘ Sahib log ’ are close behind 1” 
A t the 
sound of that dreaded name a panic seized 
all the Sowars, who rushed pell-mell to 
their 
horses, while 
the infantry men 
caught up their arms and crov,7ded to­ 
gether, doubtful whether to fly or not. 
The M ufti alone remained firm and col­ 
lected. 
Above the tum ult liis voice rang 
out clear and high, “ Stand firm, believers 
—victory or paradise ;” but his words fell 
on 
heedless 
ears, for ■ even 
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they 
were uttered a dozen or more Sowars 
dashed through in headlong flight, rid­ 
ing down every one who stood in their 
way and throwing the whole force into 
hopeless confusion. 
A wild stampede en­ 
sued as the sound of cavalry at full gallop 
drew nearer, and a crowd of Sowars rode 
past, spurring for dear life. 
Only the 
Mufti and three grizzled old troopers re­ 
mained calm and unmoved, even when the 
ringing cheer of our lancers foretold their 
doom. 
“ The gates of paradise are open­ 
ing wide ; the Prophet himself beckons to 
us. 
Forward ! forward ! die like true 
Ghazis !” cried the Mufti. 
W ith desperate 
courage the three fanatics charged furiously 
on the advancing squadron, cut down the 
Major and threw themselves on the line of 
lancers, while the Mufti sprang forward, 
stabbed Chasuble to the heart, and was in 
the act of striking at the missionary when 
a lance driven home by a strong arm 
pierced him through and through ; so the 
C hrktian m artyr and the Mussulman fell 
side by side, and each went to his own 
place. 
In a few moments we were unbound and 
safe. 
Our first thought was of our fallen 
friends. 
Chasuble and .St. Hill were past 
all help, but Stubbs still breathed, and a 
few drops of brandy from a trooper’s flask 
gave him momentary strength. 
As we 
raised his head he tried hard to speak, and, 
leaning over him, I heard a whisper, “ Is 
lie alive? 
I did m y best, tell her.” 
It 
was his last effort, and in a moment he was 
with the rival for whom he had died. 
His 
last message was never delivered, for Miss 
Bell had been massacred, together with the 
whole of the garrison, except our small 
party. 
A native servant, who escaped 
and came into camp a few days afterward, 
reported th at she had keen shot by her 
father, to save her from falling into the 
hands of the mutineers, but whether this 
was true or not we never knew for certain. 
Our rescuers proved to be the advance 
guard of Adair’s column, which having 
been reinforced after their repulse on Sun­ 
day, had made a forced march by night 
through thunder, lightning and rain, and 
taking the mutineers entirely by surprise 
with an unfordable river in their rear, 
routed them with such a slaughter as is re­ 
membered to this day in many a town and 
village throughout the length and breadth 
of Oude, where men shudder as they tell 
how on that stormy night the Christians 
were massacred, man, woman and child, 
and how terrible a vengeance came with 
the morning light.—[United Service Maga­ 
zine.

Sunday last, c-n the 1st of May, the salon 
opeae; its doers to artists who were to 
varnish their pictures, accompanied by 
tucir sisters, mothers, parents and friends. 
Although it was reported th at the Com­ 
mission would be unusually miserly with 
tneir invitations on varnishing day, there 
seemed to be a much greater crowd this 
year than even last, and many others be­ 
sides artists who exposed, and representa 
tives of the press, were to bo seen. 
There 
were a greater number of men than women, 
and. few elegant toilets were remarked, 
whereas last year this day of the salon 
was a rendezvous of all the fashionable 
people of the French capital. 
The artists 
themselves probably decided on rendering 
this day as democratic as possible, so that 
on the following day, Monday, when the 
entrance fee would be one dollar, tho aris­ 
tocratic world would be more disposed io 
attend. 
As early as S o’clock on Sunday 
morning a crowd filled the rooms of the 
salon, the artists to see where their pict­ 
ures had been placed and just where they 
stand in the opinion of these critical 
judges, and the frieqds cf the artists, all 
curious to see at what their favorites had 
been working during the past year, and 
the direction their imagination had taken. 


ART INTEREST. 
It is really striking the amount of inter­ 
est there is manifested in art by all classes 
of Parisians. 
The salon is the subject of 
conversation months before it ¡3 opened, 
and during its existence little else is talked 
about; but this subject has been an un­ 
usually animated oue this year, owing to 
the innovation of the artists themselves 
managing the entire affair. 
Like children 
put on their honor, it was expected that 
self-interest would yield before more gener­ 
ous sentiments, and that a salon would be 
presented to the public such as had never 
before been seen—a salon where real talent 
only would have its place and favoritism 
would be entirely banished. 
But such 
illusion gradually fades away. 
The gener­ 
ality of 
artists 
were 
in 
tho 
begin­ 
ning extremely 
happy 
over 
the new 
order of thiDgs, and went with joyful 
feelings of emancipation to vote for’the 
Commission, but their enthusiasm dimin­ 
ished when it was known th at this same 
Commission when elected deliberated with 
closed doors. 
Many, more eanguine, per­ 
ceived in that act a feeling of generosity— 
the desire of the conimittee to hide from 
the eyes of the public the names of artists 
who would probably be opposed to the 
brilliant ideas they were about to set forth. 
At last the result of their deliberations 
was made known, when it was found that 
no modifications were to take place, with 
the exception of awarding the medal of 
honor by vote of all the artists who ex­ 
pose. 
The enthusiasm continued to dimin­ 
ish, and all are now surprised that any­ 
thing original should have been expected of 
Tins SAME OLD JU R Y , 
W hich has endeavored for so many years 
to keep art within its classical traces, and 
has never hesitated to place all failures of 
their management at the door of the Gov­ 
ernment officiale. 
It has now become 
thoroughly known th at like children put 
on their honor they have behaved like the 
most unruly of urchins ; have been as per­ 
sistent in seeking the best positions for the 
hanging ef their pictures as in the p a s t; 
have through compliment to each other 
passed the works of each other’s scholars 
without comment or hesitation, and again 
lined 
the walls with 
canvases which 
would be equally as interesting in their 
virgin state and as well off anywhere as on 
the walls of the salon. 
Gerome, as well 
as some other eminent artist3, was ex­ 
cluded from the list of jurors, and in con­ 
sequence their most prominent pupils have 
taken no part in the Exposition. 
The 
name of Mr. Bridgeman, the most noted of 
our American artists, is not to be found 
among the names of those who expose. 
In 
fact few of our American artists figure on 
the walla this year, but those th at are there 
I shall hunt up and render an account of 
their work, of which I have so far had but 
a glance, not sufficient to do justice to 
them.

Such is the ceiling of Paul Baudry, exff- 
cuted for the Palais de Justice. 
“ L e x lm - 
jxra t,” such is the exergue of th at beauti­ 
ful work, which it is said the Chamber of 
Deputies are desirous of diverting from its 
original destination and placing in 
its 
centre, stating th at the true place of 
th at 
glorification 
of 
the 
law ’ is 
the 
cradle of the laws. 
The composition of 
this picture is all allegory, and everything 
is so perfect th at the mind of the beholder 
experiences a feeling of comfort and repose. 
Before an edifice, temple or palace, clear 
cut against the sky, reached by steps, Law 
on a high pedestal is seated in a bronze 
chair. 
She extends her hand in an imper­ 
ative manner towards Jurisprndence, who, 
attentive at the foot of the throne, is aw ait­ 
ing the last orders, so as to render the de­ 
crees. 
Totheleft Magistracy, incarnated in 
the person of the President of the Court, 
with his hand leaning against the border of 
the pedestal, raises his eyes with a sort of 
austere passion towards the sovereign whose 
slave he is. 
To the right is Authority, 
clasping the national flag and leaning on’a 
bundle of war instruments. 
Above Law, 
two aerial figures, Justice and Equity, one 
holding the scales, the other a golden 
crown. 
Furtherdow n in an angle of arch­ 
itecture, Force is half extended near a lion 
in repose, and Innocence under the form of 
a nude infant is asleep on lier knees. 
The 
entire scene is bathed in a frank and harmo­ 
nious light, in which one seesthe air floating 
through. 
The clear and fresh colors of the 
drapery reflect all their brilliancy in the 
full daylight which penetrates everywhere. 
The artist has not made use of any ordi­ 
nary artifices so as to set off one or an­ 
other part of his work; the dear pieces do 
not borrow a relative brightness from dark 
back-grounds; on the contrary, the white 
plays on the white with the greatest ease, 
the pale tints fear nothing from th e close 
neighborhood of 
tender 
shades, 
and 
yet the relief of the ensemble isadmirable, 
and each form is as detached as possible. 
One would even suppose that the picture 
is lighted from its own sky and possesses a 
light of its own which is capable to a cer­ 
tain extent of defying exterior illumina­ 
tion. 
The figures of this picture are beau­ 
tiful and gracefnl, like all those born under 
Baudry’s brush, for he is one of the rare 
modern painters who seek the beautiful.

Granier, the architect of the new Opera 
House, to paint the decorative pictures 
placed in tbc foyer, and which are now

INTERESTING CEREMONY, 
B at merely heard it spoken of, wonld im­ 
mediately comprehend it. 
The subject is 
an ungrateful oue, for in spite of the relief 
given by the gay uniforms of the officers 
to the black coats of the mass of Senators 
and Deputies, there is little field left for 
artistic effect. 
The audience stands in the 
midst of Senators and Embassadors seated, 
whose forni3 are almost life size. 
A little 
further on stands Mr. Grevy. the Presi­ 
dent, between Gambetta, the President of 
the Chamber of Deputies, and Mr. Leon 
Say, the P*sident of the Senate. To judge 
from the postures of all those surround­ 
ing the President and of the officers ou 
horseback in front of him, he Í3 undoubt­ 
edly making that speech of his filled with 
pinch patriotism aud eloquence, and which 
all France heartily applauded. 
The offi­ 
cers on their handsome steeds, dressed in 
their gay uniforms, holding flags in their 
hands, present a most picturesque sight. 
The horses probably are the finest part of 
the picture; in fact, like his master Messon- 
nier, Detaille paints soldier3 and horses in 
a marvelous manner. 
Behind these prin­ 
cipal officers extends the green grass, 
fairly sparkling in the bright July sun, 
and beyond th at regiments and regiments 
of soldiers all drawn up in line, then the 
different tribunes filled with a mass of hu­ 
man faces. 
The figures of the Presidents, 
Senators, Deputies, Embassadors and offi­ 
cers are all correct likenesses, and oae is 
particularly impressed with the character­ 
istic pose belonging to Gambetta ; in fact, 
his friends state that did they not see his 
face they would recognize him by that 
alone. 
This picture is certainly not such 
as you would care to 
have in 
your 
boudoir, or even in your picture gallery ; 
but in future years it will be invalu­ 
able to the French' nation, and is cer­ 
tainly d<8 ined to occupy a conspicuous 
place in one of the principal museums. 
In this same room, opposite Detaille’s pict­ 
ure, is one by G. Bertrand, which is not 
even half as large, but suggests a similar 
train of thoughts, since its subject is 
“ Patrie.” Tho Prussian soldiers have cap­ 
tured a French fiag-Joearer and are leading 
him into camp ; he is held upon a horse by 
a number of Prussian cavalry, while one 
soldier on foot leads the horse. 
The 
bearer hasjbeen wounded aud is in a dying 
condition, bnt he clasps the flag against 
his bleeding breast w ith holy fervor. 
The 
figures are all life-size and are strongly 
painted, but there is even a too sad strain 
throughout, and the Prussians themselves 
seem bowed 
down by their 
victory ; 
besides, there might have been more light 
thrown in to relieve it of its oppressive 
gloom. 
I noticed a great many fine por­ 
traits by the different great portrait paint­ 
ers of France—by Bonnat, Baudry, Car­ 
olus Duran, Leon Glaize, J. P. Laurens, 
Fantin Latour, H ebert and others.

THE REVISED NEW TESTAMENT.* 
The work of the revisers of the N^v 
Testament is at last completed, and the 
Christian world has an opportunity to 
judge of it. As a matter of course opinions 
will differ greatly as to the merits of the 
Dew revision. Custom is with many, per­ 
haps with a majority, the most potent in­ 
fluence in operation, and custom cannot 
but resent any considerable changes in a 
work which mea have been taught to re 
gard as already beyond improvement. In 
fact so strong is this feeling that if the re­ 
vised version were submitted to the de­ 
cision of a jury of average bible readers 
possessing no critical faculties, the pre­ 
sumption is that it would be rejected with 
very little hesitation. Of course, however, 
the question of its acceptance will not be 
dealt with in that way, nor should it be so 
dealt with. 
Admitting the need of re­ 
vision, which perhaps will seem to many a 
large requirement, it only remains to be 
ascertained whether it has been accom 
plislaed skillfully, faithfully, and judi­ 
ciously. 
Eighty erudite scholars have 
been engaged in the work during tbe 
greater part of ten year?. They went 
about it with a distinct understand 
ing that they were to make a¡ 
few changes as possible. 
It was not to 
be a new translation, but a new revision 
only. All or at lea3t many sects were 
represented in the Committee, and there­ 
fore there was a natural disposition to deal 
gently with those portions of the text upon 
which sectarian doctrines have been estab­ 
lished. The avowed purpose of the Com 
mittee was to produce a close approxima­ 
tion to the original Greek texts ; to correct 
grammatical errors into which the tramla 
tors of the Authorized Version had fallen 
and to weed out spurious and doubtful 
clauses and words wherever it could be 
safely done. A perfectly candid revision 
yvould necessarily have demanded the ex­ 
cision of spurious and even doubtful pas­ 
sages. 
But as we Bhall see presently our 
revisers could not bring themselves to this 
state of determination. Probably they ap 
prehended the effect upon unlearned Chris­ 
tians of radical changes aud omissions, 
or perhaps they were unwilling to make 
ivhat might be construed as concessions 
to hostile criticism. 
The little book called tbe Companion to 
the revised version, by Dr. Roberts, is a 
very useful and even necessary aid to its ex­ 
amination. Without it, indeed, such an 
examination would be so tedious and diffi­ 
cult that few but scholars would probably 
attempt it. Now, however, every pur­ 
chaser ot a copy of the revised Testament 
can wita a little patience ascertain for him­ 
self the extent and character of the more 
important changes which have been made. 
It has beqp repeatedly stated of late that 
these changes were neither many nor im 
portant. To this statement, however, it íb 
impossible for anyone who has read Dr. 
Roberts’ explanations to assent. It is true 
that the great majority of the changes are 
insignificant so far as concerns the matter 
of the text, though a great many even of 
the more trivial changes arc calculated to 
vex Christians by altering the sound and 
so destroying the familiarity of well-known 
passages. Though it may be that the re­ 
visers have in many such instances critical 
warrant for the alterations they have 
made, it is certain that they have some­ 
times introduced changes which without 
Impairing the sense rob the text of what­ 
ever grace of composition it formerly pos 
sessed. Indeed it i3 not too much to say 
that, speaking purely from the standpoint 
of style, the English of the authorized 
version is better than that of the revised 
version : and this, too, even in oases where 
the revisers have avowedly made changes 
for no other purpose than the more com­ 
plete explication of the original. 
It may be doubted whether the revisers 
have given the English-speaking peoples 
quite credit enough for intelligence, either. 
We refer to the painful endeavor apparent 
in this version to remove archaisms. In 
some instances the result of these efforts is 
uuhappy. It is in fact a substitution of 
what may be called reporters’ English for 
the massive, full-bodied, sterling English 
of the King James version. But if other 
objections are overcome, no doubt this will 
be also, and though it is quite conceivable 
that those who have been accustomed all 
their lives to stand by the authorized ver­ 
sion will continue to do bo, it is also con­ 
ceivable that a new generation may be 
persuaded to accept the revised version 
without much or any difficulty. 
The difficulties of the task which, the 
revisers have performed no doubt are 
responsible for some strange results, but 
it is questionable whether the timidity 
which hindered them from accepting the 
full consequences of honest revision has 
not invited more trouble than it avoids. 
The illustration of our meaning will be 
found in an examination of the more im­ 
portant changes made in the text. Fol­ 
lowing these in the order in which they 
occur, and in which they are treated by 
Dr. Roberts, we find the first to be the 
entire omission of the. doxolcgy of the 
Lord’s l’rayer at Matt, vi., 13. 
This 
omission the reviewers justify completely 
by showing that the doxology as it stands 
in the authorized version is a manifest in­ 
terpolation, and an interpolation moreover 
taken directly from the hymnody of Pagan 
ism. 
Of course the change will be re 
garded as catastrophic by the conservative 
believers, but they have their choice be­ 
tween accepting a genuine and a spurious 
text. 
The next important change is in fact 
hardly a change, but it is a remarkable 
illustration of the timidity of the revisers. 
The subject of it is Mark xvi., 9-20. 
Now there is scarcely anything more fully 
determined in biblical criticism than the 
spuriousness of these verses. Dr. Roberts 
has scarcely any apology to make for 
them. “ It is true,” he says, “ that the 
“ writer of B (one of the manuscripts) has 
“ left a blank space at the end of St. 
“ Mark’s Cospel, clearly indicating that he 
“ knew of something more that might be 
“ inserted, but the fact remains that he 
“ did not insert i t ” This attempt to infer 
positive conclusions from a blank space re­ 
minds us of Canon Westcott’s endeavor to 
adduce proof of the existence of the Gospels 
in the end of the first century from the

silence of the Fathers concerning them. 
But in this case there happens to be 
abundant positive evidence on the other 
side, as Dr. Roberts is fain to admit, 
saying, “ Eusebius, Gregory of Nyssa, 
“ Victor of Antioch, Severas of Antioch, 
“ Jerome, as well as other writers, especi­ 
a lly Greeks, testify that these verses 
“ were not written by St. Mark, or not 
“ found in the best copies.” This, we 
should think, ought to be conclusive, but 
the revisers could not make np their 
minds to do justice on the spurious text, 
and so they have retained it, merely signi­ 
fying their doubts by a marginal note, and 
by leaving a considerable space between it 
and the preceding verses. Dr. Roberts 
puts forward this amuBing apology for its 
retention: 
“ We cannot ascertain its 
“ author, but we are Eure he must have 
“ been one who belonged to the circle of 
“ the Apostles.’’ 
This is not worthy of the occasion. In 
the first place it is perfectly clear that ii 
the author is unknown there can be no 
assurance that he “ belonged to the circle 
“ of the Apostles.” In the second place 
there is abundant evidence that none of 
the Synoptics were written by persons who 
“ belonged to the circle of the Apostles,” 
and therefore the statement of Dr. Roberts 
involves an assumption which is disingenu­ 
ous aud misleading. The plain truth is 
that the revisers ought to have omitted 
these verses, and in retaining them, while 
confessing their spuriousness, they have 
contrived to cast discredit upon much 
more than the suspected passages. 
The most important pseudo-change is in 
John vii., 53—viii., 11. This is the story 
of the woman who was taken in adultery. 
The revisers have allowed it to stand in 
their version, but have embraced it in 
brackets, and have accompanied it with 
an explanatory marginal note. The evi­ 
dence on this story is nearly all condemna­ 
tory. I)r. Roberts says : “ It is not found 
“ in any of the first-rate Uncials, nor in 
“ the Syrian and other ancient versions, 
“ There is no evidence that it was known 
“ to Origen,-Chrysostom, and others of 
“ the early fathers. 
It is obelised as 
“ doubtful by many of the manuscripts 
“ which contain it. The texts in which it 
“ has come down to us vary exceedingly 
“ among themselves.” And there are 
other reasons for rejecting it. Yet it has 
been retained, though shown to be desti­ 
tute of authority, on the ground that, as Dr. 
Roberts puts it “ the narrative itself 
breathes the very spirit of Christ and 
Christianity.” Of its beauty there can 
be no doubt. 
But when, as here, the 
question is of the purification and verifica­ 
tion of writings for which the claim of 
sacred inspiration ¡3 made, it should be 
evident that the sentimental consideration 
advanced in defense of the retention of 
this passage has no relevancy. The ques­ 
tion is whether the alleged sacred writers 
wrote it, and the answer of the revisers 
to this question shows that their scholar 
ship Í3 much sounder than their orthodoxy, 
for it indicates that they very well un 
deratand how little difference in authen­ 
ticity there reaily is between the dicta of 
thi3 unknown author and those of the 
equally unknown authors of the Synoptics. 
The next change is in Colossians ii., 2. 
The authorized version reads ; “ That their 
“ hearts might be comforted, being knit 
“ together in love, and unto all riches of 
“ the full assurance of understanding, to 
“ the acknowledgment of the mystery of 
“ God, and of the Father, and of Christ.” 
Here the doctrine of the Trinity is postu­ 
lated, but the revisers have found no war­ 
rant for the amplification of the Godhead, 
and have therefore, in a timid way, and 
with the usual marginal note, given the 
translation of the last part of the verse as 
follows: “ that they may know the mys- 
“ tery of God, even Christ.” There are, as 
they say, many variations of reading, arid 
the variations are so great that it is really 
impossible to do anything but take a hap 
hazard choice. The revisers have decided 
to niake a kind of sense of the passage by 
the introduction of a word for which there 
is no authority, and as the original text of 
several of the best manuscripts is com­ 
pletely blind, perhaps this conclusion is as 
good as another. Of course this change 
will be resisted by narrow doctrinarians, 
but it is at least as justifiable as any of 
the others which have been made, and 
more so than not a few of them. 
An important, or rather, perhaps, a start­ 
ling change, is made in 1 Tim. iii., 1G. The 
authorized version reads : “ And without 
“ controversy, great is the mystery of god- 
“ liness ; God was manifest in the flesh.’ 
Dean Alford translates this: “ And con­ 
" fesBedly great is the mystery of godli- 
“ ness, who was' manifested in the flesh.” 
Tpe revisers have followed the Dean, who 
has on his side all the most ancient manu­ 
scripts, with one exception, and even that 
one does not justify the translation in the 
authorized version. The question turns 
upon the construction of a Greek letter in 
the Cursive manuscripts. 
Dr. Roberts 
entere at some length into the explanation 
of the course taken in this text, but the 
fact that the authorized version could not 
have been retained without ignoring the 
results of the ripest scholarship of the 
age in this direction, ought to be a suffi­ 
cient justification for the change, no mat­ 
ter what results that change may have 
upon doctrinal propositions and old ser­ 
mons. 
We now come to a highly significant 
alteration, which occurs in 1 John v., 7, 8. 
The authorized version is as follows: “ For 
“ there are three that bear record in 
“ heaven, the Father, the Word, and the 
“ Holy Ghost; and there are three that 
“ bear witness on the eartb, the spirit, and 
“ the water, and the blood,and these three 
“ agree in one.” 
The revised version 
omits nearly the whole of these verses. 
The 7th verse is excised bodily, and the 
8th is so altered as to be unrecognizable. 
The new version has nt more than this : 
“ For there are thiee wno Dear witness, 
“ the Spirit, and the water, and the 
“ blood; and the three agree in one.” 
Here then are the famous “ heavenly 
“ witnesses ” sent packing without much 
ceremony, and what is more the revisers 
say : “ This omission is one of the most 
“ indubitable results of textual criticism. 
“ The words left out can be proved to have 
“ no claim whatever to a place in the text 
“ of .Scripture.” And indeed so over­ 
whelming is the testimony against the 
omitted passages that the revisers have not 
thought it necessary to insert a note in the 
margin “ to indicate that they had ever 
“ been admitted to a place in the sacred 
" text” 
Yet the fact remains that though the 


exposure of the spuriousness of these 
verses was made at a comparatively early 
date ; though Erasmus rejected them, and 
Isaac Newton wrote against them, and no 
scholar of reputation could be found to 
defend them ; nevertheless they have been 
•bstinately retained, and preachers have 
founded doctrines upon them, and apol­ 
ogists have written a small literature in 
justification of them, and the churches 
have been too conservative to realize that 
adherence to falsehood is more in consonance 
with diabolic than with divine inspiration. 
The revisers 63v that in their opinion this 
question is settled ; but we shall be very 
much surprised if vigorous attempts are 
not made to reopen it, and we are very 
certain that scores of preachers and scores 
of thousands of laymen will continue to 
cling to the old spurious passages, and will 
repudiate the light which exposes their 
falsity. 
Among the minor though still interesting 
innovations is the employment of the word- 
“ demon ” for “ devil” in the authorized 
version. In tho revised .version the word 
"devil’ is reserved for those occasions 
where Satan is meant, while “ demon ” is 
used wherever “ possession” is spoken of. 
Thus we read of “ casting out demons,” 
instead of "casting out devils.” The 
change may not seem to be important, but 
it is more so then it appears. The Greek 
word daimon does not signify what we un­ 
derstand by “ devil.” The daimon might 
be a tutelary spirit ; might be an angel; 
was not at all necessarily an evil spirit. 
Thus in the time of the events recounted 
in the Gospels nothing was more common 
than the ascription of supernatural powers 
to all sorts of people. The Jewish world 
especially lived in an atmosphere of thick 
superstition. The performance of miracles 
was looked upon as a matter of 
course. Nothing was too gross and 
palpable a falsehood to find ready 
oelitf 
among 
the 
people. 
The 
Apostles, 
and even Jesus 
himself, 
believed that miracles could be worked 
through the aid of other spirits than those 
which they affected to control. 
The 
heathen gods in fact were regarded as 
possessing large powers, and the early 
Christians believed in their supernatural 
might only less than their peculiar 
worehipere did. 
As regards the meaning 
of the word “ demon,” no less authority 
than Cudworth employs it indifferently to 
signify good and e--il spirits. The infer­ 
ence from all the 
considerations is that 
the revisers have recognized the fact that 
the writers of the gospels by no means 
necessarily attributed the possession of 
people and the performance of anti-Chris­ 
tian miracles to evil spirits, but that they 
held the universe to be full of aerial in­ 
mates, whose services could be procured 
by magicians, or holy men, almost indif­ 
ferently. 
The substitution of the word “ hades” 
for “ hell” has not been so generally made 
as was prematurely announced, though it 
has been introduced sufficiently to confuEe 
the situation. The Greek word Gehenna 
has been rendered “ hell” almost uniform­ 
ly, though it would have been far more in 
accordance with faithful translation to have 
simply printed it “ Gehenna,” since it is 
very certain that the word used in the 
original manuscripts did not bear the in­ 
terpretation which has been put upon it 
in later times. The revisers, however, 
could not bring themselves to make a gen­ 
eral change which wculd have struck so 
deadly a blow at the hopes of Christian- 
dom ; tor it is well known that ever since 
the time of Chrysostom the churches have 
held that one of the greatest delights of 
heaven will be the ever present spectacle of 
the tortures of the damned in hell. Now to 
have abolished bell simply because the in­ 
telligence of the more advanced minority 
had outgrown it, seemed to the orthodox a 
very dangerous proposition. 
We are 
given to understand indeed that the Ameri­ 
can revisers would have 
been in 
favor of the change, and we think 
that it was an American divine who first 
boldly renounced the doctrine of endless 
retribution. 
But the Eaglish revisers 
could not be brought to consent to the 
change altogether, and so it happens that 
“ hell” is often used until the Apocalypse is 
reached, and then “ hades” is substituted. 
Of course, the term “ hades” has no 
meaning for English-speaking peoples. It 
refers to a Greek myth which represents 
the dead as dwelling in a singularly dreary 
and dismal sort of Limbo. Hades, in fact, 
is one of the least poetic imaginations of a 
poetical people, though no doubt it repre­ 
sents faithfully enough the extent of 
Grecian popular thought at the time. To 
introduce hades into the New Testament 
is equivalent to the abandonment of hell, 
for it is well understood that hades is not 
a place of endless punishment, that it has 
no lake of brimstone, and that it is not 
inhabited by tbe devil and his aDgels. It 
is indeed as far removed as possible frem the 
conception of Milton’s hell, and for all 
practical purposes it m'ght as well have 
been omitted ; for in this day it really has 
no meaning or significance. The English 
revisers, however, have by their hesita­ 
tion produced a kind of conflict between 
hell and hades, the oDly possible outcome 
of which can be to discredit both alike, and 
to destroy all remaining belief in the for­ 
mer. 
This perhaps is something to be 
thankful for, but it is probably not exactly 
what the revisers were aiming at. 
Among the omissions which are cal­ 
culated to attract particular attention is 
that of John v., 4. It is in the story of 
the impotent man and the pool of Be- 
thesda. The verse in the authorized ver­ 
sion íb as follows: “ For an angel went 
“ down at a certain season into the nool, 
“ and troubled the water ; whosoever then 
“ first after the troubling of the water 
“ stepped in was made whole of whatever 
“ disease he had. ” This has been omitted 
from the text, but retained in the margin. 
It is obvious that its omission deprives of 
significance the subsequent answer of the 
impotent man to Jesus. He is reported as 
saying : “ Sir, I have no man, when the 
“ water is troubled, to put me into the 
“ pool; but while I am coming another 
“ steppeth down before me.” The omission 
of the explanatory fourth verse takes 
the point out of the narrative so far as the 
virtues of the pool of Bethesda are 
concerned. The revisers no donbt acted 
upon conviction that tbe passage was spu­ 
rious, but in a story so honeycombed with 
supernatural occurrences, all of which are 
equally incredible, it seems a work of su­ 
perfluous nicety to single out here and 
there a particular fable for excision. It 
may indeed be said that the revisers in 
this have “ strained out a gnat, and swal- 


lowed a camel.” The cb'.ngp indicated 
by the italics above is •■another of those 
made in the revised version, and it for 
the first time makes sense of a passage 
which has none the. less been employed be­ 
cause it had no particular meaning. 
The question of the coinage troubled the 
revisers considerably. They have not been 
able to chink of any method by which the 
coius of the New Testament could be rep­ 
resented so as to convey a more accurate idea 
of their true value to the average reader. 
They admit that in several passages the 
use of the word “ pence” or “ penny” 
makes the text either unintelligible or lu­ 
dicrous. For example, take the story of 
the good SamaritaD, Luke x., 30 37. We 
read there that this compassionate person, 
having conveyed the robbed and wounded 
traveler toan inn, “ on the morrow took 
“ out two pence, aud gave them to the host, 
“ and said : Take care of him ; and what­ 
soever thou spciidest more, I, when I 
“ come back again, will repay thee.” ’Now 
the only idea suggested by the deposit of 
two pence as a fund for the subsistence of 
a sick man at a leading hotel, is ono of 
absurdity. The revised version in a 
marginal note refers to another marginal 
note in Matthew xviii., 2S, and it i& 
there stated that the word translated 
“ penny,” “ denotes a coin worth about 
“ eightpence-halipenny.” Very little is 
gained by this explanation, however, for if 
it had been said that the Good Samaritan 
made a deposit with the landlord of the inn 
of thirty-four cents, which is twice eight- 
pcnce-halfpenny, the statement would cer­ 
tainly not have conveyed the impression 
of profuse generosity any more than the 
original twopence does. In some places the 
revisers have employed the word “ shilling” 
to give a more affluent air to the narra­ 
tive, but the general impression that tbe 
Jews were afflicted with a dreadfully con­ 
tracted currency, or with peculiar notions 
of charity, is not removed by these innova­ 
tions. 
A large number of changes have been 
made which without necessarily altering 
the meaning of the text, and sometimes 
while improving it, yet impart an air 
of strangeness to it which will naturally 
offend many people. Thus in the sermon 
on the mount the frequent expression in 
the authorized revision “ take no thought,” 
is altered to “ be not anxious.” 
Now 
while ffhis change is highly judicious in 
some places, as in the 34th verse, it is by 
no means so apposite in other places, as in 
the 27th and 31st verses. In the Lord’s 
Prayer, Matt, vi., 9-15, the expression in 
the authorized revision “ deliver us from 
“ evil ” reads in the revised version “ de­ 
liv e r us from the evil one.” The justi­ 
fication for this change is not at all ap­ 
parent. The implied substitution of an 
anthropomorphic diabolism for evil in the 
abstract is in fact a distinct los3 instead of 
a gain. 
A change which may be regarded as ot 
some consequence seeing that it completely 
transforms a passage which has been freely 
employed for didactic purposes, is that 
which has been made in Acts xxvi., 28 29. 
The authorized version here is as follows : 
“ Then Agrippa said unto Paul, Almost 
“ thou persuadcst me to be a Christian. 
“ And Paul said, I would to God, that not 
“ only thou, but also all that hear me this 
“ day, were both almost and altogether 
“ such as I am, except these bonds.” The 
revised version reads thus : “ And Agrippa 
’• said unto Paul, W ith but little persua. 
“ sion thou wouldst fain make me a C'hris- 
“ tian. And Paul said, I would to God, 
“ that whether with little or with much, 
“ not thou only, but also all that hear 
“ me this day, might become suchas I am, 
“ except these bonds.” It will be seen 
that this is a complete reversal of the sense 
given in the authorized version, which is 
doubtless incorrect; but it is curious that 
the revisers could not have made their 
change somewhat more gracefully. We 
prefer Dean Alford’s translation, which is : 
“ Lightly art thou persuading thyself that 
“ thou canst make me a Christian.” 
Agrippa scoffs at the idea that Paul can 
convert him, and this is the meaning which 
should be brought out a9 fully as possible. 
There are a multitude of changes which 
we have not noticed. Many of them are 
required by fidelity to the original. Some 
are real alterations-of weighty texts. Yet 
others are not only unimportant but of 
doubtful taste. 
We have thus glanced at the principal 
changes suggested or actually made by the 
revisers. As we have seen, some of these 
changes do not proceed any farther than 
the introduction of doubts into the revised 
version, while in some instances the spuri­ 
ous verses are printed side by side writh the 
genuine, and the explanatory note in the 
margin is far too brief and vague to afford 
the ignorant reader any just idea of the 
true nature of the evidence for the authen­ 
ticity of the text thus placed before him. 
We have also seen that while perhaps the 
changes are not so radical or extensive as 
seems to have been anticipated in some 
quarters, they are yet more important 
than has been represented in orthodox 
circles. 
In several cases they do go to 
the very heart and marrow of doctrinal 
points, and in a still larger number of in­ 
stances they effect alterations which must 
provoke controversy. It is not our in­ 
tention to discuss the minutfie of tbe re­ 
vision here, but merely to direct attention 
to salient points. 
Only careful and pa­ 
tient comparison and study can reveal all 
the changes which have been made, and 
show their full significance. 
The revised version, when all the alter­ 
ations have been taken account of, and 
when all the objections have been made, 
remains a noble monument of scholarship, 
and a credit to the century and tbe coun­ 
tries which have produced it. The 
Christian world have nowthe satisfaction of 
knowing that they have in their possession 
a much more nearly accurate version of 
their canonical books than they ever had 
before. If it is any object to them to 
have the true rendering of the original, 
they ought therefore to be extremely 
gratified by the publication of this version. 
But there is a consideration in onr opinion 
far more important than any which have 
to do with the internal criticism of 
the new version. The impetus now 
given to atndy of the New Testa­ 
ment must result in the dissemination 
of a larger knowledge of the credentials 
of that work. Hitherto, notwithstanding 
tbe results of modern scholarship, the 
masses of Christians have blindly clung to 
their dogmas, and have allowed themselves 
to be persuaded that inquiry was sinful 
and donbt blasphemous. The wrenching 
and shaking inevitably given to this kind 


of insensate faith by such a work as this 
revision, must necessarily compel many 
hitherto unreasoning believers to ask them­ 
selves seriously what their faith rests upon ; 
and when they once go outside of the New 
Testament and begin to inquire into the 
evidence for its authenticity, they will 
realize that they have been pursuing as un 
intelligent a course in the past as ever was 
followed by tho disciples of what they 
have been taught to regard as false re­ 
ligions. 
W hen a man first learns that no certain 
trace of any of the Synoptics can be found 
later back than a century and a half after 
the death of Christ, and when he comes to 
reflect that all the enormous assumptions 
of Christianity ; the miraculous concep­ 
tion, the miracles, the resurrection, the as­ 
cension—all its essential propositions, in 
short—are derived from irresponsible 
authorities all of whom mu3t have 
written 
generations 
subsequent 
to 
the occurrence of the alleged events; 
when, too, lie 
considers 
that 
for 
every one of these stories there is required 
an amount of evidence sufficient to 
overcome the enormous antecedent in­ 
credibility of the alleged occurrences, but 
that the evidence actually forthcoming is 
Dot of a character to demonstrate with any 
approach to certainty even the most com- 
mon-place circumstances; when he under­ 
stands that the world is further required 
to believe that these extraordinary and un­ 
authenticated stories of miraculous occur­ 
rences are the best possible creden­ 
tials for the equally amazing dogmas ad­ 
vanced by the Churches; when he learns 
to perceive that in order to evade 
criticism the orthodox apologists make the 
revelation rest on the miracles, and the 
miracles rest on the revelation ; he will 
for the first time comprehend why skepti­ 
cism is advancing so rapidly in these days, 
and why the apologists cannot stem its 
course. 
It is of course clear to all who have ex­ 
amined the question seriously, that even if 
the authenticity of the Gospels could be 
established completely, the testimony of 
the men who wrote them would be wholly 
incompetent to substantiate the miracu­ 
lous narration. We know that their -age 
svas one of ignorance and superstition, 
that they were inflamed with zeal, that 
they were incapable of judging intelli­ 
gently upon supernatural allegations, and 
that they wrote long after the occurrence 
of the events they undertook to record. 
We know that if at the present time a 
man should undertake to write a detailed 
account of something that happened twenty 
years ago, he wonkl be unable to avoid 
serious blunders, because he could not 
obtain absolutely accurate evidence i 
garding it. But in their time nothing 
that we should consider evidence was called 
for. Resurrections from the dead, healing 
by laying on of hands, the exorcism of 
demoniacs, and similar miraculous per 
formances, were looked upon as quite in 
the ordinary way. In the writings of the 
early Fathers a swarm of these miracles is 
vouched for, and they are talked about as 
if they had little or no significance. 
Again, it was never decided in those days 
by what agency supernatural events were 
brought about. It was agreed that there 
were good and bad agencies, but it was not 
agreed how one could be distinguished 
from the other. So that, even if it were 
possible to believe that supernatural occur­ 
rences did take place, they could not be 
advanced as proof of a divine revelation, 
because there would be no means of demon­ 
strating the Dature of their origin. 
As it is we have a New Testament con­ 
taining the most amazing assertions, and 
so singularly discordant on the most 
vital points of that narrative that it is 
impossible to effect any harmony between 
the Gospels. These discords occur in the 
accounts of the crucifixion, the resurrec­ 
tion, and the ascension, particularly ; 
yet it is upon these stories that the essen­ 
tial dogmas of Christianity rest, and if 
they are untrue there ie no foundation left 
for the structure. These and similar facts 
are sure to be ascertained by all who are 
moved to examine the credentials of the 
New Testament for themselves, and there 
can be no doubt that the new revision will 
have a strong tendency to induce this 
wholesome and enlightening kind of study. 
The revisers have shown the world how in­ 
accurate is the version upon which the 
English-speaking Christians have so long 
relied, and in doing this they have uncon­ 
sciously suggested the wisdom of examin­ 
ing the foundations of a creed which stands 
so much in need of purification and re­ 
vision. The revisers have done their work 
well, and unless we are much mistaken 
they have buildcd better than they knew. 


THE MIOCENE INJUNCTION. 
The battle of litigation over the “ debris” 
question has been opened by the farmers 
with an attack upon the Miocene Mining 
Company, in Butte county. 
Upon the 
solicitation of the complainants the Attor­ 
ney-General has authorized suit to be 
brought in the name of the State against 
this corporation, and pending its hearing 
and decision Judge Denson has issued an 
injunction to the defendants, restraining 
them from the continuance of hydraulic 
mining. The action against the Miocene 
Company will not stand upon the same 
legal basis as the suits previously brought. 
It will have the advantage, so far as the 
plaintiffs are concerned, of being put in the 
shape of a direct, and (so far as can be seen 
now) an unavoidable issue. Heretofore all 
the actions had for the restraint of hydraulic 
mining have gone off upon subsidiary is­ 
sues. 
The Courts prefer to decide or 
rather get rid of cases in this way, when 
the magnitude of the interests involved is 
such as to render a downright decision 
upon the central question one of more than 
ordinary significance and delicacy. They 
are at such times thankful for any such 
condition of things as may enable them to 
hold that there has been a misjoinder of 
parties, or something equally apart from 
the real issue. In the endeavor to obtain 
legal relief, the farmers have heretofore 
been baffled by these outside obstacles and 
diversions. In the case of the Miocene 
Company, it would seem that evasions of 
the kind referred to would be impracticable, 
since there can here be no serious ques­ 
tion as to tbe identity and genesis of 
the debris which is claimed to have been 
washed down upon the lands of the plain­ 
tiffs from the mine of the defendants. 
That has been the stumbling-block of anti­ 
debris litigation in the past, and in the 
opinion of many able jurists it is an insur­ 
mountable obstruction. But if at any time 
a ease can be found in which there is a di­ 


rect and unmistakahle chain of connection 
between particular causes and particular 
effects—between, that is to say, a specified 
hjdraulie claim and a specified tract of 
land—then the main issue which has been- 
so felicitously shunned hitherto, will have 
to be met squarely aud decided on it# 
merits. 
W hat that main issue is everybody un­ 
derstands. It is whether the hydraulic 
miners have a legal right to proceed with 
their working, at the sacrifice of the prop­ 
erty of the farmers. This important ques­ 
tion remains to .be passed upon in the 
present circumstances. It cannot be saiil 
that it is a new question, or that it has 
not been adjudicated in many aud varied 
forms. Bat its settlement in its present 
form has been thus far avoided because of 
tho natuTal aud proper tendency to shrink 
from judgments which threaten to involve 
the existence of important property inter­ 
ests. In this case it is of ccurse elegir that 
the last consideration is capable of being 
applied with quite as much force to cr.e 
side as to the other. There aro great prop­ 
erty interests mutually concerned, but 
otherwise the conditions arc in no way 
similar. 
It wa3 to avoid the col­ 
lision 
now 
inevitable 
that 
tho 
engineering 
plaus embodied in the 
so-called Drainage Act were devised 
and put iu operation. It was suggested 
and hoped that through these plans the 
problem of hydraulic mining would be 
solved by providing full protection for the 
firmer?, and at the same time so manipu­ 
lating the rivers that they would be en­ 
abled to carry all their burden of debris 
without injury to theifisclves or the 
country through which they passed. 
Popular impatience; distrust of rem­ 
edies for the success of which years in­ 
stead of months are required ; the alarming 
results of an abnormal rainfall during the 
last winter; and the selfish blindness of 
the sections not immediately interested in 
cither side of the controversy ; have con­ 
tributed to alienate confidence from the 
scientific methods of relief and rehabilita­ 
tion proposed and already inaugurated, 
and have led to the renewal of litigation. 
As a matter of course the beginning docs 
not foreshadow tho end. There is certainly 
ground for believing that the plaintiffs in 
the action against the Miocene Company 
will have less difficulty in lixmg the re­ 
sponsibility than has been experienced in 
any previous suit. But the Miocene Com­ 
pany is after all only a fraction of the 
great interest known as the hydraulic 
mining interest, and its overthrow would 
not at all necessarily open any avenue to a 
more advantageous attack upou the rest, 
for the reason that it occupies, as we have 
showD, a quite different position from 
them. 
No serious doubt can be enter­ 
tained concerning the nature of the judg­ 
ment that must be rendered when once tho 
main issue is fairly joined, but, save, as 
here, in isolated cases, the difficulty of 
joining issue upon that vital central point 
remains as formidable as ever. 


CALIFORNIA WINES LOOKING UP. 
The New York Tribune has some cheer­ 
ing remarks about the increased consump­ 
tion of California wines at the East. I t 
appears that the failure of the French 
vineyards has resulted in so reckless a 
manufacture of spurious wines in that 
country as to break down the reputation of 
them altogether. The French wiue-dcctors, 
in their desperation, and perhaps also in 
their contempt for the discriminating facul­ 
ties of their customers, have been putting 
forth such abominable decoctions that they 
have destroyed their own maiket. A ndas 
it was known that they were using large 
quantities of California wines in their 
unholy processes, the American public 
are coming to the conclusion that it may be 
better to drink this wine undoctored. 
Consequently the demand for it is 
rapidly increasing, and attention once 
turned to it we have no doubt 
that it will command a legitimate 
market. The chief danger arising from 
this access cf prosperity is, as the Tribune 
points out, the danger of spurious wine 
manufacture in this country. Thero is 
also danger that some of our viticulturists 
may be tempted to put off crude and unfit 
vintages upon the market. All this kind 
of thing should of course be prevented 
whenever possible, but no doubt the chief 
safeguard will be competition, which must 
secure to the most skillful and conscien­ 
tious wine-growers the reputation and the 
public confidence which are necessary to 
permanent success in this industry. 


MORMON EXAMPLES. 
A New York paper draws attention to 
the fact that the Mormons are securing 
immigration from Europe over the heads 
of other communities on this continent 
Bimply by their push and enterprise. They 
send out agents all over Europe, and these 
agents are constantly making converts and 
dispatching them to Utah. The Mormons 
are hard-headed, practical people, and 
Brigham Young was an excellent man of 
business. He saw years ago that it was 
possible to increase the numerical strength 
and the aggregate wealth of his church by 
sedulous touting, and he established the 
system which has already had such great 
results. Of course any State could do the 
same thing. California could without dif­ 
ficulty obtain a steady immigration of 20,­ 
000 a year if she would take the pains to 
solicit it. The cost of such enterprise is a 
mere bagatelle, and communities too parsi­ 
monious to afford it arc as foolish and as 
much behind the age as the business man 
who does not advertise. 


NEWSPAPER STAÍ ISTICS. 
There are in the United States 962 daily 
newspapers, of which 436 are morning and 
546 evening journals. There are also, con­ 
nected with the dailies, 6S2 weeklies, 44 
semi-weeklies, 39 trf-weeklies, and 13S 
Sunday papers or editions. The average 
circulation of the dailies is 2,800 ; of the 
weeklies connected with dailies, 3,509 ; of 
the semi-weeklies, 2,332 ; of the tri­ 
weeklies, 965; of the Snnday papera, 
8,476. 
The aggregate circulation of 
the dailies is 3,581,187; of the weeklie»,' 
3,121,390; of the semi-weeklies, 156,344 ; 
of the tri-weeklies, 39,890 ; of the Sunday 
papers, 724,671. New York leads with 115 
daily papers. 
Pennsylvania follows with 
93 dailies. Illinois is third, x th 73 daiu-y 
California and Ohio have 54 each. Mis­ 
souri has 42; Indiana, 40 ; Massachusetts, 
35; Iowa, Michigan and Texas have 30 
each. There are 10 States having less than 
10 each. Florida and West Virginia have 
but 3 each. California is doing better 
than New England in journalism, and the 
fact is both interesting and significant.

The play was 
very creditably performed, the company be­ 
ing a much stronger one in talent than stars 
are usually fortunate enough to secure, and 
the proportion of “ sticks” being encourag­ 
ingly Bmall. 
I t is rather hard to say which 
íb the real heroine of “ The Two Orphans,” 
for both Louise and H enriette have excellent 
parts, whilu the Frochard certainly demands 
a very special and self-sacrificing kind of tal­ 
ent. 
The cast, last- night was a strong one. 
Miss Claxton’s reading of the blind orphan is 
extremely tympaiheaic, and the result of 
careful and thoughtful study.

the orphan, and represents 
her as being in too persistent a condi­ 
tion of terror and nervous apprehension. 
But it is an excellent study when all is said, 
and it abounds w ith delicate touches which 
give it a very artistic effect to the attentive 
observer, and prove Miss Claxton to be a 
conscientious and painstaking actress. 
The 
double parts taken by M r. Stevenson were so 
played as to show th at he has no lack_ of 
ability, but it almost goes w ithout saying 
that "in undertaking such a double he is 
compelled to treat both parts with rather 
scant attention. 
The H enriette of Miss 
Johnson was good, and at points more t. or- 
good. 
Mr. Gilbert in Picard made a de­ 
cided hit.

fell into the usual error of low comedians, 
and frequently obtruded his jests without re­ 
gard to their harmony with the intsc (it scene.

Of course take out the 
feathers, and singe the leg3 and wipe them 
with a wet towel. 
Then remove the thigh 
bones without cutting the skin—not a dif­ 
ficult thing to do. 
Replace the bones with 
some stuffing of bread and herbs, or mush­ 
rooms, if you wish. 
After the thighs are 
stuffed cut off the lower bones about an 
inch below the joint. 
In en truss into 
shape. 
Roast or bake the little ducks 
and serve them with green peas, or salad, 
or 
mixed 
vegetables. 
If you 
w ant 
to make them 
very nice, season the 
stuffing with 
salt, 
and 
pepper, 
and 
spices, and add the white of an egg 
and ' about a teaspoonful of butter. 
To 
make dry stuffing, break up the soft part 
of bread line, soak the crusts and squeeze 
them dry, and break them up fine, and 
then season in any way you like, only don’t 
put in any liquid. 
Before baking the can­ 
tons you cau tie on their backs a thin slice 
of salt fat pork. 
That is called ‘larding.’ 
They look pretty when they have some­ 
thing on them—leaves of parsley, water- 
cresses. or anything of the kind.” The 
third dish prepared was macaroni. 
“ To 
boil macaroni,” said Miss Corson, “ put it 
into boiling water and salt—enough water 
to cover it, and a tablespoonful of salt to a 
quart of water. 
Boil it until it is just 
tender enough to break easily between the 
fingers -without being boiled in pieces. Then 
drain it and put it iu cold water, and keep 
it there just long enough to cool it. 
I t 
will then be ready to dress with any 
kind of eauce or cheese.” 
She wonld 
dress 
one 
portion 
of 
w hat 
she 
boiledjwith Parmesan cheese and another 
with cream. 
She recommended the use of 
Italian macaroni, because it would not 
break in boiling, and, besides, had a very 
mild, pleesant taste, and was more nutri­ 
tious, since it was made of better wheat 
than the Ame.ricaD, German or French 
macaroni. 
“ Never wash macaroni,” she 
said, “ before it is boiled. 
If it is dusty, 
wipe it off with a dry cloth.” 
Digressing 
a little, Miss Corson told the class how to 
boil rice so that all the grains would be 
separate and the mass perfectly 
dry! 
“ Pick it over,” she said, “ and take out 
any husks there may be in the rice ; wash 
it in cold water and drain it, and then put 
it into plenty of boiling water and salt. 
Boil it for twelve minutes ; then drain it 
and cover it with the lid of the kettle or a 
thick towel. 
Let it stand ten or twelve 
minutes longer, until it is dry and the 
grains crack just a little. 
Then it will be 
ready to use.”

S m o k e .— Iunnmerable 
are the complaints that are made of ob­ 
noxious tobacco smoke. 
Some of them are 
published in the newspapers ; others, so 
vigorous in language as to be unfit for pub­ 
lication, find their way into editorial waste 
baskets, but most are made verbally, and 
many are by men who themselves enjoy an 
occasional cigar or pipe.

theater or opera house between the a^ts 
come back again to breathe vne odors 
towards people who never did them any 
harm. 
There is much to be said in favor 
of an occasional cigar, but the habit of 
smoking should be kept within decent 
bounds. 
Apples are offered for sale as 
treely as cigars, and their flavor generally 
is pleasing, but if one man of every three 
or four were to munch apples whenever or 
jwherever he were to lino a few moments of 
leisure, aud Were to make all places redo­ 
lent of apples, the public would denounce 
the custom is an intolerable nuisance.

The Crookedness at the National Capital. 
W ashington, June 3d.—Rumors of addi­ 
tional removals and of fresh disclosures flew 
thick and fast at the Postoffice Department 
to-day. but the investigating committee in 
room 59 continued to sit. No new develop­ 
ments are communicated to the public. Au­ 
ditor McGrew and Deputy Auditor Lilly 
were still at their offices tbi? afternoon, but 
will be relieved to-morrow.

London, June 3d.—The Daily Telegraph 
says: The Government has received such 
serisus news from Ireland during the last few 
days that measures calculated to deal with 
the exceptional state of affairs there is en­ 
gaging the attention of the Ministry.

D ublin, Jute 3d.—Archbishop Croke has 
returned to Thurles. The papers say his 
speeches would have led to his arrest were he 
not a Catholic Bishop. Musicians and 3,000 
people bearing banners met him several miles 
from Thurles, and paid him the highest 
homage. 
T ralee, June 3d.—Great excitemeut exists 
here on account of the arrest, under the 
Coercion Act, of Timothy Harrington, pro­ 
prietor of the Kerry Sentinel. He was chief 
orgauizer of the Laud League. More arrests 
are expected. 
New Y ork, June 3d.—The Telegram's 
Dublin special says : A flying column which 
left this city last night included 300 Cold­ 
stream Guards, 100 guardemeu of the Scotch 
Fusiliers, with army service wagons, ambu­ 
lance wagons and an army hospital corps. 
The whole forc3 concentrating for operations 
at the Castle of New Pallas, near Limerick, 
numbers over 1,000 men. The flying column 
at Fermer is under orders to be ready at a 
moment's notice. Troops are even going from 
Cork to New Pallas. 
D ublin, June 3d.—A soldier riding from 
the postoffice to the barracks in Dublin was 
desperately attacked, stabbed and pulled off 
bis horse to-day by a laborer. Tho latter 
was eventually secured. He said that as an 
insurrection had broken cut in the country, 
he had begun one here. The soldier’s wounds 
are not* dangerous. 
A party of military was dispatched to 
Balliuamore, County Leitrim, to-day, where 
rioting was apprehended on account of ar­ 
rests under the Coercion Act. 
D ublin, June 31.—Following are tho de­ 
tails of the affray between the people and po­ 
lice in the County Clare yesterday : Eighty 
policemen proceeded to Bodyke, for the pur­ 
pose of assisting in the eviction of a tenant. 
Bokyke ¡3 a small village between Soariff and 
Tulla, where some military are at present 
garrisoned. The police, while proceeding in 
small parties to the place of assembly, were 
attacked in detail by the people. An ambu­ 
lance wagon conveyed the police from Ennis. 
They were under the command of the County 
Inspector. On the way from Ennis a hive of 
bees was let loose, and the slings of the insects 
caused the horses to become unmanageable. 
One maddened beast dashed itself against a 
wagon and was killed. Mounted orderlies 
were dispatched to Tulla for the assistance of 
the military, while in the meantime the po­ 
lice, iu united force, proceeded to the house 
where the eviction was to take place, which 
was situated on a hill, and as they ascended 
toward it they were attacked by armed men, 
who, from the covert of fences upon each 
side of tho road, poured a galling fire into the 
ranks of the constabulary. The latter were 
immediately deployed in skirmishing order, 
and returned the fire with effect, killing one 
man and wounding several. The police 
succeeded in reaching the house and 
broke 
iu 
the 
front 
door. 
The 
rioters rushed through the back door, 
but several were arrested. Some who attacked 
the constabulary from behind the fences were 
also taken. The house wrs taken pos ession 
of, and the family inhabiting it cleared out. 
While returning with their prisoners, the 
police were attacked and fired upon a second 
time. One of their horse3 was shot dead. 
Mounted men who were dispatched for the 
military had to run a severe gauntlet, a de­ 
termined effort being made to prevent their 
reaching Tulla. They, however, rode into 
town through all obstacles. 
THE CORNELL DIFFICULTY EXPLAINED. 
L ondon, June 31.—The Secretary of the 
Henley Regatta writes to remove a false im­ 
pression in consequence of erroneous state­ 
ments in regard to the entry of the Cornell 
University crew : “ I beg to supply the 
actual facts.

Consumption of L iquor 
in G reat 
Brita in.—The thirst of the inhabitants of 
Great Britain seems to be decreasing. In 
1S78, 1,190,880,401 gallons of wine, spir­ 
its and beer were consumed, involving a 
cost of §710,975,500. The last calendar 
year shows that only 972,870,311 gallons 
were consumed, at a cost of SOI 1,390,375,. 
showing a decrease of 218,010,090 in the 
amount of gallons, and a decrease of §99,­ 
579,125 in money expended. Last year 
the disbursements of the British exchequer 
were §415,540,000. This includes the ex­ 
penses of the army, navy, civil list and the 
public debt, yet it falls short of tbe 
amount paid for drink by §195,850,375. 
The population of Great Britain and Ire­ 
land numbered 34,505,043 in ISS0. Upon 
this basis the per capita consumption of 
liquor is 28.19 gallons, having a value of 
§17 71. These drinks are divided into 
different kinds of liquor, namely: British 
spirits, foreign spirits, also beer and cider. 
Tho decrease above shown is most encour­ 
aging, from the fact that it was accompa­ 
nied by considerable increase of popula­ 
tion. It is said to have been largely due 
to the new law which imposes a heavy tax 
upon saloons, and has resulted in closing 
many dens.
